THE ASSIZES AT WOODSTOCK. 


of a Writ of Coertiorari 
Liquor Care. 

Woopsrock, Oct. 1 At the assizes yes- 
terday the charges of perjary syatost John 
Bell Jackson of lngersoll, barriater, and Jas, 
Ryan, license inspector came on for trial. 
When the matter was before before the 
grand jury o few days ago a true 
bill was found in euch case The 
crown was represented by FR. 
Ball, 0.C., while B. B. Osler, Q.0., and 
Wallace Nesbitt appeared for the persons 
charged, The case against Mr. Ryan was 
called first and Mr. Osler took the objec- 
tion that as the original depositions and 
proceedings before the magistrate ‘wnd 
the recognizance were not in court 
the cases should be dismissed. Mr. 
Ball said that the magistrate 
had informed him that he had in the ordin- 
ary way forwarded the papers to the crown 
office, but that he (Mr.. Ball) had not ‘re- 
ceived them, and as this was in December 
last he supposed that the papers were lost. 
He asked to be allowed to call 
the mogistrate and the informant 
to prove that a recognizance had been 
entered into, To this counsel for the de- 
fendants strenuously objected, and aftera 

ood deal of argument on both sides, 
iis Lordship finding that no copy of 
the proceedings were in existence, 
gave effect to the objection, dismissed the 
case and quashed the finding of the grand 
jorp. The Jackson case being in the same 
position was also dismissed. 

The perjury charged arose in the liquor 
case of Queen y, George Southwick. 
Southwick was fined for selling li- 
quor in prohibited hours, and moved for 
& certiorari to bring up the conviction 
which was refused. One of the affidavita 
in support of the motion set out that In- 
spector Ryan had sat on the bench with the 
magistrate and had communicated with him 
during the trial. In answer to this Ryan 
and Jackson swore affidavits contradicting 
it, and saying that the inspector had sat 
during the trial at the counsel’s table, 


THE CHINESE QUESTION, 


Will Colestinl Actors Be Permitted to 
Enter Unole Sam's Territory? 


Refusal in a 


Wasninoton, Oct. 1.— Inquiry was re- 
cently made of the Treasury De 
partment whether the Chinese  ex- 
clusion act prevents the bringing into 
this country of Chinese actors and artists, 
The applicant says that a syndicate of 
Chinese at Chicago propose to lease a tract 
of ground near one of the entranges to the 
World’s Fair to erect a theatre building 
and galleries in which to give Chinese plays 
and to exhibit products of that country 
during the exposition. The ‘project, he 
says, will necessitate bringing to this coun- 
try about 200 Chinese persons, and he 
desires to know if this can be done. 

Assistant Secretary Spaulding 
replicd to him that as the 
terprise’ described appears to 
purely a commercial transaction haying Bo 
official connection with the Columbian Ex 
position, the law would exclude persons 
referred to unless they should present at 
the time of their landing cértificates fron 
the Chinese Government identifying ‘thein 
as persons entitled to enter the United 
States in accordance with tho restriction 
laws.

Mr, Gladstone wants a former Under 
Secretary, Sir Robert Hamilton, now Gov- 
ernor of Tasmania, to come home and re- 
sume his old place, If Sir Robert 
consents it will only be in de 
ference to the solicitations of Mr. 
Gladstone, who deems him the best man 
for the critical transition period. 

The gravity of the eviction trouble be- 
comes more intense under the action of 
Tory landlords, The number of evicted 
tenants now reaches 4500. The number of 
eviction notices pending under tho 
act of 1887 reaches almost 30,000. Many 
of these are formal, but all tenants, unless 
they pay their arrears within six months 
after they receive notice, are liable 
to be ousted or become mere care- 
takers of their own farms. If the 
landlords mean to try to foilthe Liberal 
policy by wholesale evictions, there will be 
a bitter land war. The ministerial circle is 
confident that the Cabinet will not hesitate 
to sanction the boldest moasures the Irish 
executive may require to foil the Unionist 
tactics, 

Whatever may be tho effect of the Me-

A Thriving Community—New Church—New 
Conoerne—Rallway Prospects. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 


Banoxort, Sept. 28. 

From the long continued wet weather 
moch of the harvest of this north part of 
the county has still to be secured, bub 
chiefly in oats and root crops. As to yleld, 
the farmers have little complaint to make. 
Certainly there will be no scarcity in our 
midat, and although our very wealthy men 
may be readily numbered, we have literally 
no poor, as laborers are in good demand, 
and the neceszarles of life are of the cheap- 
est. The wonder Is that the poor Indastri- 
ous class {n citles and towns do not ayall 
themselves more generally of the free 
grants, and secure themselves from want 
and wretchedness. 

The new Catholic Church ab this place is 
now under contract, and endeavors will be 
made to complete it at once, if the season 
is not unfavorable. 

Mr, J. B, Oleak has just bought out EK. 
J. Oassell at Maynooth, who has retired in 
his favor, and Messrs. Sargent and Mullett 
have bought his establishment ab Bancrofo. 
Both were cash sales. Each of the estab- 
HMshments have been secured by popular 
men, who will doubtless command a good 
trade. 

Oar railway prospects are abill only in 
abeyance. The Irondale and Bancroft line 
is dragging its slow length along ab the rate 
of a few miles per annum. With the good 
bonus from Governments granted to this 
line, we cannot see what is the cause that 
it is nob pushed to completion, Whether 
finished at once or protracted Indefiattely, 
ip will coat about the same. 

The directors of the Central Ontario line 
are going behind the times, as they have 
discontinued all trains but one per diem ; 
our mall matter, which we have been recely- 
{ag on the second day, does not now come 
to hand until the third, and the post office, 
{t seems, has no control in the matter. This 
line fs completed only to Ooe Hill, where 
there is but little trade of any sorb now, 
alnoe the iron business has collapsed. This 
company also has the grant of an excellent 
bonus from the Government, of which they 
do nob avall themselves. Were they to 
continue the line to Bancroft, where their 
bonus extends, the amount of traffic would 
be vastly {ncreased. At present they appoar 
to be In the poaltton of the {mpecunious In 
dividual who commenced to baild a house, 
but had nob means to complete the same.

No room or oppor- 
tunity was left for slander or misrepresen- 
tation, The facts were plainly laid before 
the public at home and abroad, and the 
level-headed public may be trusted to form 
a just conclusion, This proceeding, follow- 
ing precisely on the lines taken by Mr. Jobn 
Morley when he had resolved upon a course 
respecting evicted tenants, indicates quite a 
new departure, When Parliament is sittin 
these confidences between Ministers an 
the pleare brought about ey the 
spol eevee of queation and answer. In the 
recess the Ministers are dumb, and become 
the ptey ot idle, sometimes malicious, gos- 
sip. Thisnew way is rather American 
than British. It has ‘‘caught on” and is 
likely permanently to establish itself. 

Lord Roastery’s letter to East Africa 
Company makes it plain that in Uganda 
there isno question of scuttle, for the 
sufficient reason that there has been no oc- 
cupation. What happened was that a 
private trading company, secing an oppor- 
tunity of turning an honest penny, spread 
themselves out to exploit ganda, and 
Captain Lugard, their own agent, has re- 
ported that the game was not 
worth the candle, and they are 
about to withdraw within narrower 
limits. They want the Government 
to pledge all the resources of the Empire to 
effect the purpose which they have aban- 
doned, and which being accomplished 
would, in view of their contiguity, be an 
excellent thing forthem. It is useful to 
recall the fact that Lord Salisbury when in 
office carefully refrained from intimatin, 
any intention of taking the course whick 
Mr. Gladstone now declines to be’ lured 
into. He was frequently appealed to, and 
as far back as autumn of lust yenr an at- 
tempt was made to force his hand 
by a formal intimation made to 
him by the directors of the British 
Kast Africa Company that they were 
no longer able to bear the exponse of re- 
maining in ocoupation, Orders were given 
to Captain Lugard to prepare for immediate 
evacuation nat the responsibility of what 
might thereupon happen was cast on Lord 
Salisbury’s shoulders, In reply he merely 
shrugged his shoulders, and the directors, 
desperately hoping something might turn 
up, sent the cap round among their friends 
and raised a sum sufficient to enable them 
to hold on till Dec, 31 next. Had Lord 
Salisbury been reinstated in power by 
the general election he might have yielded 
to the powerful influence the directors of 
the British East Africa Company are en- 
abled to bring to bear and pledged British 
arms and credit to complete the work com- 
menced by this private trading company. 
He was spared the temptation, and now 
the directors have Mr. Gladstone and his 
Cabinet to deal with. As far as the actual 
state of Uganda and its with 
Great Britain and other European powers 
are concerned, the decision arrived at by 
the Cabinet leaves them exactly as they 
were, There isno abandonment of one of 
the spheres of British influence in East 
Africa,

THE MURDER OF THE BORDENS. 


Mysterious Robbery in the House Provious 
to the Marder 


Fauu River, Mass., Oct. 3.—New light 
that will no doubt have an important bear- 
ing on the ‘trial of Lizzie Borden has been 
thrown upon the robbery of the murdered 
Mr. and Mrs, Borden, which occurred June 
24, 1891. 
been kept secret and were not brought to 
the public notice until after the mysterious 
murder of the old couple. The police after 
a long investigation of the matter were per- 
fectly satisfied that they could place the 
thief under arrest, but this never occurred, 
because, it is stated, Mr, Borden de- 
clined to press the charge. Captain 
(then Inspector) Desmond and Inspector 
Perron were put on the case. They 
found that none of the members of the 
family had been away from the house 
during the day. All the doors as far as 
they know were locked the night before, 
when the articles were safe in the desk. 
The burglary was committed some titne in 
the forenoon. The first clew the inspectors 
found was a door at the head of the stairs 
which opens into Mr. Borden's room. A 
ten-penny nail was found sticking from the 
key-hole. The head of the nail was on the 
outside of the door. It was ‘first thought 
that the lock had been picked, but a min- 
ute examination showed that it had not 
been tampered with at all, A thorough 
search of the premises failed to reveal any 
traces of the burglars. The officers report- 
ed what they had learned to Mr. 
Borden, and later had a talk with Mrs. 
Borken, Lizzie Borden, Emma Borden and 
Bridget Sullivan. Finally the inspectors 
sent for Mr. Coden, and told him that they 
could arrest the thief atanytime, They 
told Mr, Borden something which aston- 
ished him, and the case dropped very 

uickly at the oll gentleman's request. 

he facts concerning this mysterious rob- 
bery, it is understood, will be more thorough- 
ly elucidated at the trial, and are expected 
to form an important part of the Govern- 
ment Case.

HIS SKULL WAS CRUSHED. 


Enquiry Into the Electrical Car Aceident 
of Saturday, 


Toronto, Oct. 3,—‘'' Tne death. of 
deceased was caused by a fracture 
ef the skull; the skull was so thin 
that light would pass through,” testified 
Dr. A. J. Johnson at the inqueat “held 
Saturday evening by; Coroner Aikina at 
St. Michael’s Hospital on the body of 
Ralph M. Blackley. Blackley was 
killed by .@ street car m_Ohurch- 
Atreet Saturday morning at 9,10. 
He boarded trailer 307, whieh 
was drawn by trolley 184, at Gerrard-atreet. 
He wished to have a smoke, and as the 
back seat was full, he stood on the atep 
above the devil’s strip, though thgféonduc- 
tor warned him of his danger. a Gould- 
atroot the trolley was going at full speed, 
as it was behindtime. Here a north-hound 
trolley, driven by William Brodrick, 
met the car on which Blackloy was 
riding. Brodrick saw him on the 
atep and shouted for him to get 
inside. He got back for enough, as 
thought, and looked at the oncoming car, 
The corner of the car struck Blackley on 
the right temple with such force that the 
poor fellow was ‘‘sent flying through the 
air,’ an Mr, Robert Simpson described it, 
He lauded on the pavement on the devil's 
strip, and when picked up had a 
terrible gash on’ the left yemple, as though 
his head had been caught between the two 
cars. Ho was taken to St, Michacl’s Hos- 
pital, whore ho died. 

Blackley was a law student with the firm 
of Ritchie, Leeming & Ludwig. He had 
previously studied for two years and a half 
with Walker, Scott & Lees of Hamilton. 
The particulars of the accident were pub- 
lished in The Sunday World. 

William Scardon was toreman of the jury, 
Wallace Nesbitt was counsel for the friends 
of the deceased, and William Laidlaw, 
Q.0., for the company. David Blackley, 
the father of the deceased, an accountant, 
residing at 146 Emerald-street, Hamilton, 
was also present. 

After the evidence of Messrs, William 
Laidlaw and Robert Simpson, who wero 
passengers on the oar, and of William Brod- 
rick, James Ferguson, Samuel Irwin, George 
Taylor and William Jackson, all 
employes of the company, the 
jury at 11.40 returned this verdict: 

We find that the deceased came to his death 
while riding in anopen trailer by belog struck by 
a trolley car going in the opposite direction. 
Woe find that he contributed to his death, that 
the conductors and motor men on the colliding 
cars Aro notto blame, We find that the Toronto 
Railway Company have not taken proper pre- 
caution to gant their open trailors. We find 
that there should be some kind of a guard at the 
inside of the iene trailer; that tho steps of 
the trailer should be on hinges so that they 
could be raised when on the inside; that the con- 


ductors should be able to signal the motorman to 
reverse. 


HE WITHSTOOD 500 VOLTS. 


Romarkable Escape of an Electrical 
Switoh-Board Map. 

Toronto, Oct. 3.—A young man named 
Black, who has charge of the switch- 
board at tho street railway power house, 
had an cxperience Saturday which neither 
himself nor his fellow-workmen will ever 
forget. 

_ Black was in the forenoon engaged in 
filing a witch, when the file suddenly came 
into contact with the positive and nega- 
tive wires. This threw the  ontire 

wer of the tation, 500 volts, 
into his body. At the same instant 
Black was enveloped inasit were a bril- 
liant pyrotechnic display, which for the 
moment hid him from view. 

Horror-astricken, his fellow-workmen ran 
to his assistance. But 600 volts was not 
enough to kill Black. It melted the file 
which he held in his hands, but the worst 
it could do to him was to temporarily in- 
capacitate him, When hiscomrades raised 
him to his feet he was not even uncon- 
scious. His eyes, however, wero affected and 
his hands rather severely burned, but after 
having bathed his eyes in water and ap- 
plied oil and flour to his hands he Suantalle 
went back to work again. 

The contact of the file with the positive 
and negative wires blew out the circuit 
break, and for about five minutes every 
motor car in the city was al a standstill. 

“Lonly wish those people who are crying 
outso much about the fatal trolley wire 
had been down atthe power house when 
the accident happened,” remarked Eleo- 
trician Davies to Lhe World’s Young Man

Savem, Ore., Oot, 3.—A despatch from 
Chicago last night said that Thomas Gecg 
hegan, alias Thomas Coleman, who is now 
confined in the ponttentiary here, is sup 
posed to have been connected with the 
murder of Dr. Cronin, The prison officials 
say they have heard a rumor to that effect, 
but put no faith in the story 

Coleman was sent here from Portland in 
March, IS@l, to serve two ye 
He was a “‘trasty” up to two months ago, 
when a bench warrant for his arrest came 
from Portland, whore he is wanted to 
answer a charge of robbery and assault. 
Ho has theappearance of an allround crook. 

Coleman says he would have no trouble 
in clearing himself of connection with the 
Cronin murder, He formerly lived in Chi- 
cago, where he now has a brother and threo 
sisters living. He says that for tho Inst 
three years he has been in Oklahoma, Puget 
Sound and San Francisco, He scemed ner- 
yous when speaking about Chicago, and 
whon he was permitted to read the Chi- 
cago despatch his hand quivered and tears 
came to his eyes. 

Two months ago, when Coleman had his 
trustyship taken away, he asked the reason 
and said that he presumed it was on account 
of ‘that Cronin matter.” At that time he 
said nothing further about the crime, but 
has since told convicts that he could easily 
prove an alibi.

Geoghocan Will Fight. 

Curcaco, Il)., Oct. 3.—James A. Boody, 
a lawyer, says he has been retained by the 
friends of Thomas Geoghegan in thiscity to 
resist an application expected to be made 
to Governor Fifer within the next few days 
for requisition papers on which he is to 
brought here from Salem, Ore., to answer 
the charge of murdering Dr. Cronin. 

But Mr. Boody refuses to give the names 
of his clients. So far as the police authori- 
ties aro concerned they disclaim all know- 
ledgo of any moyo being made to bring 
Geoghegan back to Chicago, and declare 
very positively that there is no foundation 
for the story. 

Geoghegan was a tough character in 
Chicago some years ago and well known to 
the police. He left here under rather 
peculiar circumstances to escape punish- 
ment for some petty crime just after tho 
Cronin murder, but the officials say they 
were never able to get any proof positively 
implicating him in that affair.

POISON IN THEIR DRINK. 


How OCincinnath Courtesans 
tato Their Victims, 


CINCINNaTI, O., Oct. 4.—The police are 
invostigating a number of inysterious deaths 
from peigoning- Three days ago a printer 
samed Frank Randall died at the Cit 
Hospital. The post mortem revealed evi- 
dence of arsenical poison. About the same 
time Eugene Lennon died, and the analysis 
showed traces of poison. Both men had 
been drinking the night they took ill with 
dissolute women in an Over the Rhine con- 
cert hall.

On the Verge of Fallare, 

Lonpon, Oct. 5.—Rumers have been in 
ciroulation for several days past that a 
large drapery house in the West End of 
London is hopelessly involved, Comment- 
ing upon these rumors Monday The St. 
James Gazette says thotseveral greatdrapery 
firms are tottering under the severe general 
depression, which has affected all ranks of 
society. 

This depression was badly felt last Christ- 
mas time, when some of the largest drapery 
shops in the West End did not for days re- 
ceive a single customer. Many firms in de- 
ppeis dismantled their windows and packed 
their fancy goods away with a view to hold- 
ing them over until next December, 

The betrothal of the Duke of Clarence 
and Avondale and Princess May created a 
new style of goods, which was no sooner 
produced than all demand for it was blast- 
ed by the death of the Duke, and the 
dealors were left with thousands of “miles 
of peNy ontheir hands, The absevce of 
a London season added to the troubles. 
The greater houses found it necessary 
to extend the credits of the smaller dealers 
in order to prevent them from becoming 
bankrupt, This extension of credit was 
overdone, and unless trade revives by 
Chriatmas acollapse will be inevitable. If 
one big house goes it will drag others with 
it. 

The Gazette concludes by saying it is to 
be hoped that royalty willset the ball of 
prosperity rolling. An announcement that 
the Duke of York was about to marry 
would have a magical effect upon trade.

HOW COLORED PEOPLE “REVIVE.” 


Ballets Instend of Religion Poured Into 
the Congregation, 


Futon, Mo,., Oct. 6.—Three men were 
killed, a woman fatally wounded and sev- 
eral persons shot, but not mortally wound- 
ed, ata colored revival moeting at Ste- 
phens Stone, a small town 20 miles north- 
west of here, on Sunday evening. 

On Saturday a colored youth, Mike Tur- 
ner, whipped another negro boy. The 
latter swore vongeapce and on Sunday 
afternoon he entered the mecting and draw- 
ing a revolver began to fire at Turner.

AMERICAN’S SCHOOL QUESTION. 


And an Emissary Vrom the Pope Comes 
to Leok Into It, 


Cuicaao, Oct, 6,— Pope Leo is sending a 
“delegate apostolic’ to this country, Mgr. 
Satolli, president of what is known at tho 
Vatican as the Academy for Noble Eccle- 
sinstics, celebrated training school for 
ecclesiastical diplomats, Mgr.

THE POPE FAVORS FRANCE. 


It Is Expected He Will Try to Defeat the 
German Army Bill 


Rome, Oct. 5.—The Pope yesterda 
an audience to Herr yon Bulow, 
the new Prussian Minister to the 
Vatican, who was recently appointed 
to. succeed Herr Schloezer, After the 
formal audience His Holiness had a private 
conversation with the Minister, They were 
closeted together for two hours. 

The results of Herr von Bulow’s appoint- 
ment are watched with much interest. 
There is no doubt’that he is persona grata 
at the Vatican, but pai he 
has tho reputation of being a subtle diplo- 
mat, it is not believed that he will succeed in 
changing the papal policy toward France. 
His position is a pecaliar one, in view of 
the alliance that has just been formed 
between the conservative and centrist 
or Catholic members ot the German Reich- 
atag. It is upon this new cartel party that 
the German Government depends for the 
passage ot ite bill to increase the strength 
of the army. 

The Pope, holding the views he does to- 
ward France, does not desire an increase in 
the German army, and it is thonght highly 
probable in official circles in Rome that he 
will endeavor to prevent the Catholic mem- 
bers of the Reichstag from voting for the 
measure. If he docs not, it 18° pretty 
certain that the Gernian Government will 
have to grant wide concessions to the Catho- 
lics In Germany in return for the support of 
the centre party. 

Despatches received here from Berlin 
state; however, that in the formation of the 
new cartel’ party the advice of the Pope 
was not asked as to the policy to be pur- 
sned,’ The sittiation is an interésting one, 
and Herr von Bulow’s efforts will hen 
be directed to procuring the Pope's a+ 
hesion to the uew alliance, with what result 
remains to be seen.

in New Orleans atan advanced age 

Mr. Tinsley was of late years a great 
talker and loved to recount events of his 
earlier life. 

He has attended the Colored Baptist 
Church in Queen-street ever since he lived 
in the.city aud was a deacon there, He it 
was who offered up the Jubilee prayer last 
year.

Why do 
they not? simply because they are afraid 
they are low aad wet. There are Infallible 
tests of good land, and it doas nob require 
a prairie life to learn them, Any tyro can 
tell good land by simply observing whether 
{b beara the wolf- willow,rosobush,and plenty 
of prairie weeds; he ought also to luspect 
gophers and badgers’ holes ; these creatures 
burrow to a great depth, and throw on the 
surface quantities of earth. If this earth Is 
inspected, the quality of tbe soll can be as- 
certained., Of course If the earth has whit- 
ish substances mixed with It 1b shows alkall, 
and should be avoided. These gophers are 
qaalint little folk ; when startled, they etand 
on thelr hind legs, erect and statueeque— 
then down they go head firat,only to emerge 
{n an instant to have another look. They 
are farmers’ posts, because they steal wheat. 
They have thelr enemles—hawks spy them 
as they olrcle on polsed wing in the clear 
alr,and closing thelr wings shoot down upon 
the unsuspecting gophers, and carry them 
away in their talons. The gopher occasion- 
ally bites, and then he is dropped to the 
ground from a great height and killed. A 
more terrible enemy is the badger. The 
number of badgers on a section must be 
very great, These creatures live on gophers. 
lf they spy a gopher ronning down his hole 
they proceed to dig him out—and as the 
badger digs much faster than the gopher, 
the race is usually a short one. Badgers 
will nob ran from man or dog; they will nob 
attack, but if you seek to chase one he will 
turn, and make such hob battle that yon are 
lucky to escape without severe bites. The 
largest dog cannot conquera badger. Their 
skins are worth a dollar each. The holes 
they make are from 6 to 8 inches in dilame- 
ter, and as they are nob at all particular 
whore they put them,you have to be careful 
{n driving, Jest your horse step into one and 
rain himself. They destroy prairie chickens 
young, and eggs, but they do nob eat wheat

—and all the young farmers are only too 
anxlous to marry, if the right girl would 
but come along. 

Much has been sald about mixed farm- 
{og, and I am strongly of opinion that the 
wisest plan is to so farm. If the wheat 
crop fails or freezes you have something 
else to depend upon. The farmers’ wives 
have the hardest time. Ibis simply work 
all of the year with no respite. Now that 
the country is filled up they can visit their 
nelghbors, but this entails long drives. 
The winters are so cold that they prefer 
staying at home. Game is abundant, 
prarle chickens seem to have no fear of a 
horse, and In driving over the plains they 
will stand and look at you until you almost 
drive overthem.

and of the 300 cases he turned through 
while 1 was there a vast majority had 
owned that the dreadful attempt on their 
own lives had been through drink, That 
was one prison only. Go to the lunatic 
asylums, and ask the doctors there what 
proportion of thelr inmates are brought 
there by drink, and you will be surprized 
what a large proportion there are, Go to 
the workhovse and ask the master, and he 
will tell you the same story.

lay, bathing him in their pure pollucid 
light and forming a Rembrandt-like back- 
round to the scene. All was silent save 
‘or the soughing of the autumn wind as it 
gently played through the trees surround- 
ing the house, a fitting requiem for the 
entle poet, who sang of love and the 
Beaution of nature, 

Motionless Lord Tennyson lay upon his 
couch, the tide of his life gently and slowly 
ebbing out into the ocean of the infinite. 
No racks of pain or sorrow checked its 
course or caused a ripple upon tho outgoing 
tide, As peacefully and gently as he had 
lived, so he died, looking until the end into 
the eyes of those dear to him. 

All the members of his family were by 
the bedside, and Sir Andrew Clarke re- 
mained by his side from the momont of his 
arrival yesterday until he breathed his last, 

So gentle and painless was his passing 
away that his family did not know he ha 

one until Dr, Clarke broke the news to 

y Tennyson, who bore the closing scenes 
of her great trial well in spite of her ex- 
tremely delicate health. 

The Hon, Hallam Tennyson, the poet's 
son, says his father’s death was eminently 
peaceful. He did not show a single trace 
of suffering to distress his borron ng rela- 
tives and friends. Once or twice ed 
the night he lifted his eyes to the faces o 
the watchers by his bedside and a beautiful 
smile played over his features, No doubt 
as to the future was in his wan face, and as 
the end came he appeared to fall asleep. 
So restful was he and so calmly did 
he respond to the beckoning hand 
of the angel of death that those 
who stood beside him scarcely knew 
he had passed away. Hallam further says 
that Lady Tennyson bears up with forti- 

tude under the sorrow that has come to her. 
She was with Lord Tennyson throughout 
all his sickness, and ministered to all his 
wants so far as it wasin her power, All 
hope was practically abandoned early in the 
afternoon. The doctors were surprised that 
he lasted through the previous night, so 
great was his. debility. He could take no 
nourishmént, and continued to grow weaker 
and weaker until the end. 


The Kesult of Suppressod Gout, 

Dr, Clarke saw Lord Tennyson in London 
three months ago. He then told Hallam 
Tennyson he thought his father was break- 
ing up. Sir Andrew said that death 
was partially the result of suppressed gout, 
complicated with influenza, but it was 
chiefly due to natural decay. He added: 
“His end Lord Tennyson himself might 
wel! have pictured and earnestly desired as 
his lot,” 

The Poet Laureatoship. 


The Pall Mall Gazette thinks Mr. Glad- 
stone willappoint Algernon Swinburne to 
the post of poet laureate, made vacant by 
the death of Lord Tennyson. It quotes 
from a recent article in The Speaker, 
written by Mr. Gladstone, entitled ‘British 
Poetry in the Nineteenth Century.” After 
awarding Tennyson the palm, Mr. Glad- 
stone wrote: ‘Pressing upon him, or walk- 
ing in the same path, we have had many 
true poets, some extraordinary and many 
of very considerable powers. Among those 
claiming the first of these descriptions we 
have mentioned Browning and merest jus- 
tice requires that we add Swinburne.” The 
Gazette adds: ‘In view of the abuse Swin- 
barne has lavished upon Mr. Gladstone, the 
choice would be characteristic and an in- 
stance of a great man’s magnanimity.” 

He Read the Oymbelinean Dirge. 

A friend of the bereaved family states 
that yesterday afternoon, during » wakeful 
moment, Lord Tennyson asked for a copy 
of Shakespeare, and with his own hands he 
turned the leaves until ho found the dirge 
in ‘Cymbeline.” Thon he fixed his eyes 
on the pages, but he did not speak, and 
whether he read the lines or not is not 
known. Soon ho again passed into slumber 
and his left hand rested on the open book 
until he passed away.

equipment of the Hospital, without which 
we would have been very helpless, has 
been given to us, and to-day we can report 
that all necessary outlay has been met, and 
we bogin another year free fromdebt. You 
will notice from the Secretary’s report 
there Is an Inorease of patients over 
last yoar, notwithstanding the facb thab 
owing to the epidemic of la grippe a year 
ago last winter, our accommodation was 
taxed to the ubmoat. I would also like to 
call attention to the sma)! number of deaths. 
Ont of the 192 patlents treated, 12 dled; 4 
of this number came In a dying condition, 
living only a few hours after admittance, 7 
were incurable, and one died from typhold 
fever and alcoholism. A glance over these 
facts shews thab every care and attention 
was given by the physlolans and nurses— 
especially when we recognize the fact that 
there were several orltical surgical cases and 
eleven typhold fever patients treated. The 
Hospital Board, wishing to make the Hos- 
pital as beneficial as possible to the public, 
and thinking the time has come for making 
changes In the rules and regule tions govern- 
{ng the medical attendance, will submit for 
your approval, after consultation with the 
Advisory Board, some very radical changes 
—as for Instance, the throwing open of the 
private wards to all legally qualified medi. 
cal practittoners in the city, for the treab- 
ment of thelr various patients, subject to 
certain rules and regulations; other changes 
equally important are under discussion, and 
when a decision has been arrived at, you 
will be duly notified. In closing, I wish to 
thank the different committees for the man- 
ner in which they have performed thelr va- 
rlous duties, both with regard to the Hos- 
pital and Home, and tho poor of the city. 
These ladles have had arduous work, and 
have met with many discouragements, hay- 
ing to surmount many difliculties in the 
discharge of their duties, I regret vhat 
durlug the past year I have been unable to 
take a vory active part in the work of the 
Association, owing to serious trouble In the 
family which, had I foreseen at the lasb 
annual meeting, would have made me 
refuse to assume the office. However, my 
absence has nob been folt, owlng to the 
good and capable heads controlling affairs, 
ib 1s the earnest prayer of the retiring 
officers that the trustees may be gulded In 
thelr choice of such oflicers as will beat 
promote the work of the Assoclation daring 
the comlng year, and I trust that whoever 
may be elected may recelye the same 
thoughtful kindness at your hands as I 
have.

Bla MONEY IN IT. 


A Quarter of a Million Involved in 
a Suit Over Railroad Stock, 


Attorney Pbippen'’s Migsion to Minneapolis 
—Breezy Chat About Winnipeg. 

F. H. Phippen, a young attorney of 
Winnipeg, and prominent member of the 
bar of Manitoba, arrived In the city this 
morning ona mission of considerable {m- 
portance, he having come to take evidence 
in a sult Involving a quarter millioa dollars, 
the litigation growlpg out of the construc- 
tlon, or failure to construct, the Calgery & 
Edmoston Rallroad. When the line was 
projected stock to the amount of $500,000 
was issued, of which $400,000 was held in 
Minneapolis by half a dozsn stockholders 
and the balance in Oanada. The railroad 
was to run from the boundary line to 
Edmonton, about 350 miles. A year 
after the atock was issued the Oanadians 
obtained an option on the Minneapolis 
stock, snd then made arrangements 
with English capltallsts to sell to them 
for $250,000 upon their agreelng to ander- 
take the covatruction of the rosd. The 
Englishmen, however, failed to carry out 
the project, and then James Ross and 
others interested In the Osnadian Paclfic 
Rallroad Company, secured a charter to 
build the Ine over the orlginsl route as 
surveyed, and constructed 200 miles of the 
railway between Calgary aud Edmonton. 
They are now extending it to the American 
border. 

Early tn 1891 sult was began by Senator 
Laughed, of Winnipeg, representing him- 
self one of the largest of the Osnadlan 
stockholders, against the English ocapital- 
ists, claiming damages In the sum of $260,- 
000 for failure to carry out the provisions 
of thelr contracb. Testimony has been 
taken In England, and now tho disposition 
of the Minneapolls gontlomon Interested are 
to be taken before a commissioner. Trial 
of the case will begin at Calgary ln Novem- 
ber. Mr, Phippen represents the defend- 
ants, and Snow, Ohurch & Oo, are the lo- 
cal attornoys retained in the case. The 
{esuo hinges on the questlon whothor or 
not the forelgn monted mea broke the pro- 
visions of thelr contract without under- 
taking to construct the road or any portion 
of Ib.

Like 
other artists, however, he was nervous,anx- 
fous and irritable until his work was done, 
When his speech was over he was as happy 
and sympathetic asa ohild. If it was o 
speech in the House of Commons he 
would retire to the membor’s smoking 
room or stand with his back to the 
firo in the division lobby, and, surrounded 
by a group of Purliamentary friends, 
run over the debate with trenchant humor. 
If it was a public mecting he would fall in- 
to his host’s easy chair with a cigar and talk 
far into the night on a thousand trivial 
topics, to which his language lent a thou- 
sand charms. Dogs, parrots, innkeepers, 
Scotch ministers, minor pocts, royalties, 
American visitors, sayings and doings of the 
political world, Highland gamekcepers, 
reat men and small men, all interested 

im. No one who has everfeltit will forget 

the fascination of that monologue which 
seomed to gather force and interest as the 
hours went by. All the genius of his 
matchless eloquence was there, directed to 
the kindly as well ns the serious side of 
life. Asin his talk, so in his speeches, 
humor succeeded pathos and indignation 
alternated with satire, The strength and 
purity of his language were in harmony 
with the rich vibration of his voice, and 
any lack of gesture was atonod for by the 
noble earnestness of his presence and the 
dramatic power of his mouth and eye. He 
loved Scotland, and, ina sort of way, the 
Scotch. He had alittle family of Scotch 
terriers of whom he was very fond. But a 
dog rarely came near him that he did not 
caress, Salmon fishing became hina favorite, 
and, latterly, bis only out-door cupation, 
and he was a frequent and welcome guest 
on tho best reaches to the Tweed and the 
Tay. “But I always like Scotch 
theology,” he once said ; ‘it’s too full of the 
bee ' He had more sympathy with 
Sobert Burnsand the Scotch poets.

Christ, starting on the campaign of the 
world’s conquest, was selecting his staff 
officers. There were plenty of students 
with high foreheads, and white hands, and 
intellectual faces, and refined taste, in Rome 
and Jerusalem. Christ might have called 
into apostleship twelve Facksworme: or 
twelve rheotoricians, or twelve artists, In- 
stead he takes a group of men who had 
never made a speech, never taken @ lessou 
in belles-letters, never been sick enough to 
make them look delicate—their hands 
broad, clumsy and hard knuckled. He 
chose fishermen, among other reasons, I 
think, because they were physically hardy. 
Rowing makes strong arms and stout 
chests, Much climbing of ratlines makes 
one’s head steady. A Galilee tempest 
wrestled men into gymnasts, The opening 
work of the Church was rough work. 
Christ did not want twelve invalids hanging 
aboughim, complaining all the time how 
badly they felt. He leaves the delicate 
studenta at Jerusalem and Rome for their 
mothers and aunts to take care of, and goes 
down to the sea-shore, and out of the 
toughest material makes an apostleship, 
The ministry need more corporal vigor than 
any other class, Fine minds and good in- 
tentions are important, but there must be 
physical force to back them. ‘The intellect- 
nal millwheel may be well built and the 
grist good, but there must bo enough blood 
in the mill-race to turn the one and grind 
the other.

Hoist all sail to the 
Take hold of both oars and pull away. Be 
like some of the whalers that went out 
from New Bedford or Portsmouth, to be 
gone for two or three years. Yea, calculate 
on a lifetime voyage. Youdo not want to 
land until you land in heaven. Sail away, 
oh ye mariners, for eternity! Launch out 
into the deep. 

The text is appropriate to all Christians 
of shallow experience, Doubts and fears 
have in our day been almost elected to the 
parliament of Christian graces. Some con- 
sider it a bad sign not to have any doubts. 
Doubts and fears are not signs of health, 
but festers and carbuncles. You have a 
valuable house or farm, It is suggested 
that the title is not good, You emplo 
counsel, You have the deeds examined. 
You search the record for mortgages, judg- 
ments and liens. You are not satisfied un- 
til you n certificate, signed by the 
great seal of the State, assuring you that 
the title is good Yet how many leave 
their title to heaven an undecided matter ! 
Why do you not goto the records and find 
out? Give yourselves no reat, day nor night, 
until you can read your title clear to man- 
sions in the skies. 

Christian character is to come up to 
higher standards, We have now to hunt 
through our library to find one Robert 
M’Cheyne, or one Edward Payson, or one 
Harlan Page. The titne will come when he 
will find a half a dozen of them sitting in 
the same seat with us.

DEPRESSION IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


While It Is Considerable It In Not Unpre- 
codented. 


Lomxpon, Oct. 8.—The sensational reports 
current of the prevalence of severe depres 
sion in the commercial and _ agri- 
cultural interests of Great Britain 
have caused the Associated Press 
representative here to make special enquir- 
ies at the labor bureau and in other quar- 
ters. The officials of the labor bureau 
state that while the prevailing depression 
is considerable it is not unprecedented 
Taking the returns of the whole of 
the trades unions reporting during 
September five per cent. of the 
number of workmen are shown 
to be out of work. The reports embrace

Long prior to the accident the prisoner 
had been utterly regardless of bis duties as 
husband His’ relations with other 
women were notorious, and latterly he 
had been ‘paying most — partic ular and 
marked attention to Mias Kellmar, a rural 
belle, taki og her for drives and walks and 
making no effort to hide the impression she 
had wade uponhim, Someone, presumably 
a friend of the young lady's, sent her an 
anonymous letter, patting the facts of the 
case plainly before her and enlarging upon 
the danger she ran in being so intimate 
with, a married man, Miss Kellmar 
thought the case over and decided to give 

Wilson up, writing him to that effect, 

The love-sick swain, however, did not view 

the matter in that light, fandfmeeting Miss 

Kellmar, by dint of his importunities, over- 

came her scruples of conscience and per- 

suaded her to go driving again. 
The Last Boat-Ride, 

Wilson, his wife and little deaf and 
dumb ‘daughter started on Sunday, Aug. 
14, to spond a portion of the day with rola- 
tives of theirs, the Armstrongs, living a 
short distance up the river. 

On the return trip the trio landed and 
partook of luncheon, and it was at this 
juncture of tho proceedings, the Crown as- 
serts, that Wilson perpetrated the crime 
with which he stands charged at the 
tribunal. 

At about dusk John Sedore, being at a 
barn about 45 rods distant from the scene 
of the tragedy, thought he heard a weird, 
inarticulate noise come floating up on the 
atill night air from the river. He deacribes 
it as resombling a forced laugh, or some- 
thing between a cry and a laugh, It in- 
stantly attracted hia attention, but hearing 
sounds of splashing proceedivg from the 
same direction he came to the conclusion 
that a rowing party was coming down the 
river, anda foly minutes afterwards walked 
toa point from where he could observe a 
spot in the stream which the party muat 
necessarily pass. Just then he saw Wil- 
son rnoning ee from the river-bed moaning 
and crying to himself, and upon becoming 
cognizant of Sedore’s presence ejaculated: 
“My God; my wife and child are lost!” 
He then ran on and alarmed other residents 
in the vicinity. 

The bodies were not found until mid- 
night, both close in shore, the woman in 
four and a half feet of water and the child 
in six feet eight inches. 

Upon examination it was found that upon 
the body of the former there were bruises, 
the frincipal oue being on tho breast, three 
inches above the right nipple and to the 
left. It was oval in shape and 
about two by three inches in diameter, 
The blood had coagtlated under the skin, 
proving that the blow had been delivered 
with considerable force. There were marks 
on the sides of the throat and neck and an- 
other bruise on the elbow, 

The body of the wife was found within 
two feet of a log and only six from the 
shore. She could not have drifted thore, 
as there is no current in the river, and be- 
sides it is full of weeds. 

This wasthesum and substance of the 
Crown Prosecutor’s address to the jury, 
though at times the narrative of the ett 
was rendered thrilling by the effective man- 
ner in which it was related. 

William Armstrong testified that on the 
Sunday in question the prisoner and his 
wife and child had spent the day at his 
house, Wilson being out on the water 
most of the time with his sisters-in-law 
When the three started for home tho pri- 
soner was in the stern paddling, his wife 
in the centre of the skiff with her back to 
him and the child sitting in the bow facing 
them both. 

Mrs. Armstrong's evidence did not throw 
any new light on the case, 

Walter Newman stated that the first 
thing he noticed when the three were 
starting off was that Wilson had re- 
versed his wife's seat. On the 
outward trip she had at facing 
whereas her back was toward him now. 
The deceased commented on this, but was 
told the boat would balance better so. 
Witness thought this was the fact of the 
case, though at first some queer ideas 
flashed through his brain as he called to 
mind certain ramors which were afloat. 

In the cross-examination Mr. Newman 
said that the prisoner was very proud of 
his child, and made a great pet of her. 

Sarah Ann Sedore was the first one to 
whom the prisoner addressed himself after 
the tragedy. He came running to the 
house and exclaimed, **My God; my wife 
and child are drowned!’ sobbing aud moan- 
ing at the time.

THE RAID OF THE DALTON GANG. 


Citizens Would Not Allow Emmett Dalton 
To Bo Removed. 


CorreyviLte, Kansas, Oct. 8.—The ex- 
citement over the tragedy of Wedtesday, 
which resulted in the death of four of the 
Dalton gang and’ four citizens, defenders of 
the city, continues. Hundreds of visitors 
arrive on every train to visit the scene. 

Trouble was narrowly averted yesterday 
morning, when Sheriff Callahan wanted 
to move Emmett Dalton’ to Inde- 
pendence, and had he tried to carry 
out the plan there would have been war. 
The citizens are willing that he should re- 
ceive all the care necessary, but they will 
not submit to his being moved. However, 
his hours are numbered. His mother, 
brothers Ben and Simon, and sister, Mrs, 
Whipple, arrived this morning from King- 
fisher. 

Major Dalton, the dying bandit’s brother, 
told a reporter yesterday: ‘*We had not seen 
the boys for two years and had no idea 
where they were or what they were doing. 
I never had much in common with 
the boys, who lie here dead and dying, 
as I am o farmer ond try to be a 
good citizen. I wish you would state that 
mother and I have no ill-feeling against the 
people of Coffeyville. They did their duty, 
and while we naturally deplore tho loss of 
our boys wealsosorrow for the citizens 
who gaye up their lives in defence of the 
town. Emmett tells me he has been treat- 
ed better than he hoped for.” 

Broadwell and E, Wilcox, brother and 
brother-in-law of Dick Broadwell, called 
“Texas Jack,” arrived from Hatchinson to 
day, The former is traveling salesman for 
the Boston Tea Company of Chicago; the 
latter a grocer at Hutchinson.

{nto the olty from Prince Edward Oounty 
and other points, and some of them slnce 
they returned home have offered thelr hops 
at considerably less money than they de- 
manded when here. A choice lot of Prince 
Edward Ooanty growth offered this week 
at 1640 lald down here, and the sale ot 
about 10 bales of choice quality was made 
here at 164. Others ask 180 tu 200, A 
portion of the Oazayille farm has been 
shipped to England, and a few lotsare 
belng forwarded from New York. Ib ts 
generally conceded that Oasnada has 
ralsed a good average crop with quality 
better than before known, —Trade Bulletin. 


The Hay Trade. 

Although there has boen an export en- 
quiryfor hay both for Great Britain, New- 
foundland and the Lower Ports, the supply 
has kept ahead of the demand, and prices 
have ruled in buyer's favor, sales of car lots 
of choloe pressed timothy having taken 
place ab $10,00, a few fancy lots having 
brought $10,50, bub $10,00 ts considered an 
outelde price now.

FRENCH VICTORY IN DAHOMEY. 


What is Left of King Rehnuzin's Army 
Takes to the Woods. 

Paris, Oct. 8.—Col. Dodds, commander 
of the French forces operating against King 
Bebanzin of Dationey, has telegraphed to 
the Minister of Marine giving an account of 
a battle between his command and the Da- 
homeyans on Oct. 4. Uol. Dodds states 
the attack was made on Tuesday, Oct, 4. 
The dey preceding was devoted to opening 
a road through the forest surrounding 
Glede, the place where the engagement 
took place, und the French troops were 
enabled to execute and deploy their forces 
before the Dahomeyans were able to attack 
them, 

The natives occupied a strong position 
anda daeperats fight followed the attack 
by the French. A thick bush-wood sur- 
rounded the Dahomeyans’ position and this 
afforded somo protection to them, The 
battle Jasted for an hour, at the end of 
which time the Dahoineyans fledin disorder 
and were pursued by the French. The na 
tives, however, were thoroughly familiar 
with the country and found little difficulty 
in makiug ape, bet few of them 
falling captives to their pursuers. 

During the fight five Kuropeans and 
three Senegals were killed and 23 Europeans 
and 13 natives were wounded. The cnomy’s 
loss is unknown, but they left on tho field 
two hundred dead, including twenty of 
King Behanzin’s famous Amazons, ‘These 
bodies were all counted within 10 yards of 
the French lines. A judgment can thus bo 
formed of the br avery with which the 
Dabomoyans fight. Two hundred repeat

In his \evest dispatches Col 
that the French’ soldiers: continued the 
opening of the road Oct 5 and 
6 The Dahomeyan undiamayed 
by the sovere punishment which 
they had received in the battle on Oct. 4, 
mate n desperate attack on Major Gou- 
nard’s scouting paty on Thursday, Oct. 6. 
The encounter took place near the French 
camp. Reinforcements were speedily sent 
to the assailed soldiers, which enabled them 
once again to repulse the enemy with heavy 
loss. 

The French lost four Kuropeans during 
the fighting, Three of tho natives 
were killed and 22 others of Behanzin’s 
followers fell wounded, Some of the Daho- 
meyans who were taken prisoners deolared 
that King Behanzin’s forces were de- 
moralized, 

Unollicial despatohes received 
reference to the war on 
sey that the enemy numbered about 
5000 and that in the ranks were 
the famous Amazons, that the Dahomeyans 
occupied a strong position on the other aside 
of the river, roa had strongly fortilied the 
bridge between the two shores, 

Major Gounard carried the bridge at the 
point of the bayonet. It was a 
sanguinary engagement, the native 
Warriors contesting every inch of 
ground and furiously resisting every attempt 
of the French to dislodge them. The 
enemy, however, were at length forced to 

ield to the attacks of the trained and 
petter armed soldiers and sullenly retired, 
leaving the dead bodies of a large numbor of 
theircompanions and many rifleson the field. 

A French lieutenant was killed. An- 
other lieutenant named Bosnano has died 
from the effects of wounds which were 
received while taking part in the battle of 
Oct, 4. 

A telegram dated Oct, 8 from Col. Dodds 
says that he is now in such a position that 
he expects to soon make an attack on King 
Behanzin’s last line of defence. He says 
that the French troops are very zealous 
and aro well supplied with victuals and 
ammunition and he is confident of entirely 
routing the Nabomeyee forces when the 
next engagement takes place.

Lonpon, Oct, 10.-The question as to who 
will succeed the late Lord Tennyson as 
Poet Laureate is argued from all 
points of discussion in literary, social 
aud political circles. The idea that 
Algernon Swinbnrne would accept theoffice 
should it be offered to him is ridiculed by 
those belonging to his intimate circle, 
William Morris, who ranks next to Swin- 
burne, as the greatest living English post, 
is equally impossible for the office. He isa 
red hot socialist and a friend of Swin- 
burne. Both hold in scorn the notion of 
oomposing to order laureate lines for royal 
events. Tho only real aspirants are Lewis 
Morris, Sir Edwin Arnold, Alfred Austin 
and Robert Buchanan. If the opinion of 
literary cliques is followed the Government 
will not recommend anyone for the position, 
bat will leave the post vacant. If a decision 
in the matter depended upon court inclina- 
tion the choice would be balanced between 
Buchanan and Lewis Morris, as Sir Edwin 
Arnold has a taint of heresy.

RAILWAY RATES TO THE FAIR.

THE COLUMBUS CELEBRATION. 


The Firat Day of the Featival in the Dis- 
coverer’s Honor, 


New York,Oct,. 10.— Saturday was the 
first day of the Columbian celebratiou. The 
religious services having reference to the 
discovery of Columbns and the constant 
pouring in of visitors were the features of 
the day. All trains and boats coming into 
New York brought crowds of strang- 
ers, In the synagogues throughout the city 
thanksgiving services were cclebrated and 
many of the houses of worship were crowded 
to the doors. One of the most interesting 
services was held at the Spanish and Porta- 
guese congregation, H. Perrari Mendez, 
Rabbi. This is the oldest congregation of 
Hebrews in the city and was ‘founded 200 
years ago by Hebrews driven from Spain in 
the fanious expulsion of 1492. The ancient 
ritual was read with the traaitional chants. 
A rare treat in music was given which con- 
sisted of sweet old melodies, dating back 
prior to the expulsion. 

There is hardly a house in New York to- 
day that is not decorated in some way. 
There are miles and miles of flags, bunting, 
Japanese lanterns and other decorations 
ranging from the little soiled flags on the 
Italian fruit vendors’ stands to the silk 
flags in Fifth-avonue, Allof the residences 
of Fifth-avenue are hidden behind flags, 
lanterns and shields. There is not space 
CUUUKL iuwmy ane peper ta daacribe tha 
different holiday displays here, but it is 
estimated that if tho flags and bunting were 
hung on one line the other end of the line 
would be at Buffalo. 


Drowned in Lake Winnipeg

Beruix, Oct. 10,—The long distance mili- 
tary ride is the ono topic of conversation in 
this city.

Doatin, Oct. 10,—The people who took 
part in Saturday's demonstration in honor of 
the late Charles S. Parnell equalled in 
numbers those who attended his funeral 
ayearago, Thousands of visitors came to 
this city from Cork, Galway and the North 
of [reland. Floral tributes in the form of 
wreaths, harps and other designs wore re- 
ceived from political bodies throughout the 
country and completely filled the memorial 
car and two carts.

The evidence is torthcoming

Briefly atated, the evidence is 
follows: John H,. Murphy, who resides in 
Bodoord-street, Fall River, will testify that 
he was standing on the sidewalk close to 
the Borden house when Mr, Borden entered 
bis yard about 1.40 o'clock in the morning 
of Aug. 4, and ho saw him a minute later 
ushered into the lobby by Bridget Sullivan; 
that while Mr. Borden was walking in the 
yard he saw a window blind of the room in 
which Mrs, Borden's body was afterwards 
found cautiously opened by a young woman 
who had that same morning told him when 
he called at the Borden house about 9.30 
o'clock that her ‘father’ bad gone down 
town and would not be back until noon or 
later. This woman he has identified as 
Lizzie A. Bordon. The window Mr. Murphy 
desigaates as the one in which ho saw Lizzie 
is so situated that she must have been 
standing over the mutilated remains of her 
mother at the very time that her father was 
about to enter the house, 

The next witness of importance is Mrs, 
Gustave F. Ronald of Pawtucket, RI. 
About 9.40 on the morning of the murders 
she was wheeling her baby carriage near 
the Borden house, when she heard a 
terrible cry or groan. She looked up at 
the Borden house and saw in a room 
through a partially open window a woman 
whose head was in part covered by a rubber 
cape or hood, whose face she saw plainly, 
as the distance was short. This window 
is the same as the one pointed out by Mr, 
Murphy. Mrs. Ronald was almost that 
minute approached by Peter Mahaney. Ho 
likewise had heard the groan, seen the 
Woman at the window, who wore the 
peculiar head covering, and recognized her 
asthe younger daughter of the Borden 
family, all members of which he knew well 
by sight, 

Augustus Gunning, at the time a lodger 
in Mrs, Churchill’s house, is said to have 
seen Lizzie Borden in the window at the 
same time and under the circumstances. 
‘Lhese witnesses, The Globe says, fix Miss 
Borden at her mother’s side almost at the 
minute when she probably was killed, and 
when Lizzie, according to her own state- 
ment, was elsewhere, 

Mr. and Mrs. Frederick Chaso of Fall 
River, and Mrs. Abigail Manchester, their 
daughters, were friends of the eldest Bor- 
dens and visited them on the evening pre- 
vious to the murder. They overheard, 
it is stated, a quarrel between 
Lizzie and her father. All heard Mr. 
Borden say: “You can make your 
own choice and do it to-night. Either let 
us know what his name is or take the door 
on Saturday, and when you go fishing, fish 
for some other place to live, as I will never 
listen to you again. I will know the name 
of the man who got you into trouble.” 

Lizzie iv said to have replied: “If I 
marry this man will you be satisfied that 
everything will be kept from the outside 
world?” 

Then the visitors were announced and 
conversed with Mr. and Mrs, Borden on the 
subject of the quarrel, 

Mr. Borden said: ‘f would rather see 
her dead than have it come out.” 

G. Romaine Pittson, a wealthy New York 
dealer in machinery supplies, has made 
affidavit that a few days prior to the mur- 
der Mr. Borden consulted him as a friend 
about Lizzie, whose trouble he related in 
detail. 

Mrs, George J. Sisson of Fall River is 
said to have heard Lizzie say to Bridget 
Sullivan, the hired girl, “‘Why don’t you 
say how much money you want to keep 
quict ? 

Bridget’s answer was, ‘‘I don’t know what 
you mean, but you are not the girl I took 
you to be.’ 

George Sisson, it is said, will swear that 
less than a month before the murder Mr. 
Borden told him that he had made a will 
giving Emma and Lizzie $25,000 cash, which 
was more than he would have allowed them 
but for bis wife's intercession. 

Bridget Sullivan will, itis claimed, cor- 
roborate the story of the quarrel between 
Mr. Borden and Lizzie; also that she heard 

-the night before the murders—Morse and 
Lizzie talking about a will. Also that on 
the afternoon of the murder Lizzie 
whispered her, ‘‘Keop your tongue 
still and don’t talk to these officers aod 
you can have all the money you want.” 

Detective Mc Henry and his wife will, it 
is said, give important evidence, which re 
lates in part to the story of the row be 
tween Lizzic and Emma Borden in the 
in which the former accua- 
r away.’

A PROTECHNIC DISPLAy. 


A Dazaling Exhibition Given Vrom Urook. 
lyn Vridge 

New Youx, Oct, 11 —Brooklyn bridge 
was the place of attraction last evening, 
A gorgeous display of fireworks had be on 
promised, and at an early hour great 
crowds beg in to gather at points of Vaulage 
on the river fronts in both cities, while 
hundreds of crafts loaded with passon- 
gers were anchored at tavorable 
points in the river and harbor, 
All the high buildiogs in New York near 
the river were utilized, and those in Park- 
row and other near streets were covered 
with people. Among tho set pieces 
was a statue of Columbus and a re- 
Presentation of the ship in which the 
discoverer set sail from Genoa. Two tons 
of powder were used in the colored fire for 
the series of illuminations, which were ac- 
companied by salvos and flights of scream- 
ing rockets, bombs, Roman candles and gas 
balloons. 

One of the most striking displays was 
& representation of Niagara Falls in silver 
fire. This was atthe New York ond of 
the bridge. It was 625 feet wide ead repre- 
sented a dazzling cascade of shining silver, 
200 feet higher, There was a novel tele- 
graphic message written in letters of fire 
sent from one tower tothe other by the 
Morse code. Some of the bombs used 
were 25 and 30 inches in diameter. 


Salutes at Quebec and Montreal, 
Ortawa, Oct. 11.—The Minister of 
Militia has issued orders to have salutes of 
100 guns fired at Quebec citadel and at 
Montreal on the 12th inst. in honor of the 
400th anniversary of the discovery of 
America. 


TO BE TRIED FOR TREASON. 


The Case of the Homestead Strikers Be- 
fore the Grand Jury. 


Pirtspvrc, Oct. 11.—In his charge to the 
grand jury yesterday in the treason case of 
Homestead strikers, Chief Justice Poxton 
said: 

“‘Wecan have some sympathy with a 
mob driven to desperation by hunger, but 
we can have none ee men receiving excep- 
tionally high wages in resisting the law 
and resorting to violation and bloodshed in 
the assortion of imaginary rights. It was 
not acry for bread, resniting ina sudden 
outrage with good provocation; it isa de 
liberate attempt by men without authority 
to control others in the enjoyment of their 
rights. 

“The men had a right to refuse to work 
and persuade others to join them, but the 
moment they attempted to control the 
works and resorted to violence they placed 
themselves outside the pale of the law.” 

The Justice then defined as treason the 
erganization of a large number of men in a 
common purpose to defy the law, resist its 
officers and to deprive any portion of their 
fellow-citizens of their rights under the 
constitution and laws. It is astate of war, 
he said, when a business plant has to be 
surrounded by the army of the state to pro- 
tect it from unlawful violence at the hands 
of former employes. If you find from the 
evidence that the defendants have, or any 
of them have, committed, participated or 
aided in any of the acts which I have defin- 
ed to you as constituting the offence of 
treason, it will be your sworn duty to find 
a true bill against the party or parties re 
oflending.

The mate, 10 men and a boy arrived 
ina boat at Kaluilui Sept. 20, but Capt. 
Haven’s wife and child and the remainder 
of the crew, who ombarked in another boat, 
had pot arrived when the Specckels left 
and it is feared they have been lost. The 
mate's boat was without water eight days. 
The men are well, but the boy's condition 
is doubtful.

The Judge's Summing Up. 
Judge MacMahon began his charge by

of joyousness, then as by the evidence ad- 
duced by the prosecution the splash fol- 
lowed immediately afterward this finding 
would nogative the theory of murder, 

Every man in the jury box raised his 
eyebrows and looked expectantly at tho 
Judge, who ina few words acceded to Mr. 
Bigelow's request. 

“Not Guilty.” 

The jury retired and comment was rife 
in the courtroom. All conceded that Mr. 
Bigelow’s point was well taken and wonld 
weigh more than a ton of evidence with 
the jury, and it did, for after being locked 
up from 5.30 until 8.20 they re-entered the 
box and rendered a verdict of ‘‘not guilty.’ 

Wilson was released on $2000 b if $1000 
from himself and $500 each from Charles 
Walters, 37 Brunswick-avenue, and 
Thomas J. Woodcock of Newmarket. 

Wilson will be arraigned on the charge of 
murdering his daughter this morning, but 
in the face of the verdict rendered last 
night it is hardly probable the case will be 
prossed.

The fire was noticed about 2 p.m. and 
a short time the whole neighborhood 
aroused, About 8 o'clock a farmer named 
Payne was returning from Smith's Falls, 
and when about threo miles from New Bliss 
he met a man, who acted so suspic Lope 
that his curiosity was aroused, He ad- 
dressed the man, but received no reply, and 
the pedestrian dashed past and into the 
thicket by the roadside, Mr. Payne then 
drove on to New Bliss and was there in- 
formed of the probable murder. That same 
evening he decided to roturn to Smith's 
Falls and arrived quite late. On mak- 
ing enquiries at the Palace Hotel 
he was informed that a stranger had arrived 
there an hour or so before and asked for a 
room and a call for 4 o'clock on Sunday 
morning to catch the eastbound train. He 
appeared to be very nervous and asked the 
proprietor to sign his name, which he gave 
as Charles Kingston, From tho descrip- 
tion of the man Mr. Payne decided that he 
was the right one and called up Chief Me- 
Gowan and the two went to the stranger's 
room. He was taken by surprise and be- 
trayod great agitation, giving two different 
names and telling a rambling story. On 
being searched a large quantity of blood 
was found on his clothing and money to the 
extent of $40. On being questioned closely 
he admitted that his name was Charles 
Christian Lucky and on this information 
he was locked up on suspicion, 

It turns out that the young man has 
a served a year’s sentence in the Central 
Prison for theft and was only released from 
je on Friday. He is a son of the old man 

ucky and was on extremely bad terms 
with all the family on account of his vicious 
character. It is supposed that the father 
neglected him in a will which he made a 
year or so ago, and on several occasions the 
young man threatened revenge. He has 
not been home for three or four years and 
has led a somewhat nomadic life. That he 
is the guilty party no one doubts. 

The family, with the exception of the 
prisoner, were very respectable people 
and lived within half a mile of New Bliss 
and about eight miles from Smith's Falls, 
The old man was aged 66, the mother 58 
and the daughter 34. Thoy were re- 
apected members of the Presbyterian church 
in Toledo, and their horrible death has cast 
gloom over the community. 

This morning Coroner Veaux of Brock- 
ville empanelled a jury and an inquest will 
be held at Irish Creek on Wednesday morn- 
ing. A large number of witnesses will be 
called, and this promises to be one of more 
than usual interest and mystery. Hundreds 
of people yisit the scene of the tragedy 
every day and the interost is deepening. 
Some startling stories are expected at the 
inquest, The prisoner seoms deeply con- 
cerned, but as yet has made no confession. 

The remains were placed in a pine box 
to-day and were viewed by hundreds of 
curious people. They will be buried to- 
morrow afternoon at Toledo. 

On September 20, 1891, Charles Lucky 
stole a Persian lamb coat and cap,valued at 
$150, from Andrew Holland of Ottawa. 
On October 8 tried before the 
Police Magistrate of Ottawa and sentenced 
to one year in the Central Prison with hard 
labor, Warden Massie always found him 
quiet and inoffensive and a prisoner easy to 
get along with. He worked in the broom 
factory, where nearly all the prisoners give 
trouble through bad work, yet Lucky is 
credited with work well and faithfully per- 
formed. He earned $6 for overtime, which 
was paid him on his dismissal, The only 
offence on the records against him, and the 
prison officials cajj it no offence at all, 
was committed oh Jan, 30, when he and 
three or four other prisoners laid siege to 
the flesh pots io the kitchen and suc- 
ceeded in satisfying their appetites for 
beef. 

Lucky is a Presbyterian of Scotch de- 
scent, has brown hair and eyes, stands 6 ft, 
9 in. and weighs 180 pounds. He weighed 
173 when admitted. When released last 
Friday he was given ao new hat, a pair of 
drawers, an undershirt and suspenders. His 
conduct entitled bim to a new suit, but his 
old clothes were presentable and he did not 
get it.

Mr. Jaoob Wilson said the electric light 
on the corner of Commercial and Charlotte 
streets benefitted three or four famillos. 
He did not like to pay taxes to furnish an 
electric ilght to a few familles, Mr, Wilson 
presented letters from some of the residents 
of Oharlotte street asking for lghb, 

Ald, Grills said he thought there should 
be light on those streets, 

Ald. Fowell saw no reason that the

West Lodge is one of the finest saburbs of 
Glasgow and is surrounded by a garden 
some 125 feet deep on overy side. Me- 
Ewan, with the assistant gardener, Mc- 
Dougall, lived in aseparate house, and when 
not busy at the villa did odd jobs in the 
neighborhood., He is a native of County 
Down, Ireland, is about 80 yoars old, and

At 6 o'clock Tuesday morning McDougall 
knocked at Mcliwan’a door to wake him, as 
he has done for the last six years. McEwan 
responded with unusual promptitude, 

* Allright, Tom. I won't get up yot, I 
am tired,?’ 

McDougall went away and worked in the 
garden until 9 o'clock, when he returned to 
arouse McEwan. His knocks were not an- 
swered and le forced the door. He found the 
walls, ceilings, furniture, floor spattered 
profusely with blood, The clothes from 
the two beds were scattered over the floor 
and were sprinkled with blood. Red finger 
marks streaked the side of ono of the beds 
and the door, There was not a piece of 
furniture or an article of ‘clothing which 
was not blood-stained. 

McDougall ran coatiess and hatless and 
orying in his terror to the police station 
and told his story. 

After fortifying him with brandy the 
,0lice took him to West Lodge with them, 
From the room they follswed bloody trail 
to four fresh-made mounds in the garden, 
In a flower bed, from which the plants had 
beon removed, they found, shout two 
feet under the ground, the mutilated and 
unjointed arm of a woman. In a similar 
bed they uncovered the trunk. It was 
abaclntaty devoid of all internal organs. 
Beside the trunk was the woman's left arm, | 
also unjointed. In another flower bed they | 
found the missing organs and the legs, un- 
jointed as were thearms. The trail led 
from this last bed to a tool house. There, 
under a pile of rubbish and tools, 
was a biscuit box containing a fragment of 
a large saw, the teeth still dotted with 
flesh and blood and several smaller pieces 
of the woman's body. The police say that 
the box wasused by McEwan in trana- 
porting the limbs and the organs from his 
room to the garden.

He believes that when he knocked 
at 6 o'clock that McEwan was carving up 
the body, as McEwan’s voice indicated that 
he was wide awake. 

So far as can be judged from the 
remains of the body, McEwan’s victim was 
robust, of medium height, about 30 or 35 
years old. Her clothing was well made | 
and of good material McEwan probably 
took her to the house after 6 o'clock, for at 
that time McDougall called upon him and 
found him alone. This is the last time Mo 
Ewan was seon by anybody near West 
Lodge. How and when MeKwan induced 
the woman to enter the house and what | 
was his motive in the murder are mys- 
teries. 

It was reported immediately after the 
news of the murder got out that McEwan 
was ‘Jack the Ripper,” and at the time of 
tho “Ripper” sath he was absent from 
Glasgow, but these reports are discredited. 
McEwan was engaged to marry a respeost- 
able girl, who is maid in a Glasgow family. 
The mother when she heard of the murder 
supposed that her daughter was the victim 
and ran to West Lodge. She could not 
identify the clothing as her daughter's, 
however, and this evening the girl was 
found, 

The police say that McEwan had little 
money and will soon be captured. Tho 
woman's body has been put together as well | 
as possible, and now lies at the morgue 
waiting identification.

The Remains London nnd De 
posited in the Abbey.”

Lonpox, Oct, 12..—Lord Tennyson often 
expressed his aversion to hearses,and yestor- 
day when his body was retnoved from Ald- 
worth the coffin was carried from the house 
by old servants gud placed iu a small cart 
waiting to receive it, The relations then 
forined in procession behind the cart and 
started for Haslemere tation. Their 
Journey was a slow one, and the 
whole distance was made on foot by 
the mourners. Nothing more simple could 
bave been conceived. As the cortege 
moved along the men who were met with 
removed their and women bowed 
their heads until the mournful procession 
had passed. When Haslemere station was 
reached the coflio was placed in a special 
saloon car that was waiting. The mourners 
then entered and in a few minutes the train 
started for London. Lady Tennyson, Hal: 
Iam Tennyson and the other members of 
Lord Tennyson's family accompanied she 
body. 

Owing to the ignorance of the public us 
to the time at which the train would arrive 
only a few persons were gathered 
in the Waterloo station when the 
cars rolled in. The coffin was at 
once removed from the car, and without 
ostentation of any kind was placed on an 
ordinary van, and in this homely convey- 
ance was quietly borne to Westminster 
Abbey, its final resting place. 

A large number of persons had gathered 
about the entrance to the abbey, and it was 
with difficulty that the policemen detailed 
for duty there succeeded in forming a pass- 
age from the van to St. Faith's Chapel, 
where the body will remain until the fune- 
ral takes place to-day, 

There was a great crush for admission to 
the abbey, but only a few privileged per- 
sons were permitted to enter. 

Canon Duckworth and others of the 
clergy attached to Westminster Abbey re- 
ceived the mourners and gave directions for 
the arrangement of the coffin. 

Mrs. Hallam Tennyson placed a hand- 
some floral wreath on the coffin. 

Canon Duckworth then offered a brief 
prayer and the simple ceremony was ended.

his wrongs while in confinement, 
and being released immediately pro- 
coeded to put his vicious thoughts into 
action. He isa strong, sturdy man and it 
would be no task for him to make away 
with his parents and sister, 

It is supposed that ho watchod the fathor 
leave the house in the morning and later 
the sister, He then ontored the house and 
slow his stepmother and waited for tho ro- 
turn of his sister, who was visiting w fow 
rods from the fated house, On her return 
he would be able to despatch her with oaso, 
and her teeth being tound in the yard makes 
this theory probable. Lastly the aged 
father met the same fate, and fastoning the 
doors and windows tho inhuman monster set 
fire to the house and secreted himself in 
the woods until night time. Had the 
neighbors searched the woods immediately 
ou discovering the fire they undoubtedly 
would have found him, 

The inquest, which ia called for to-mor- 
row morning, Will be filled with interest. 
The prisoner will be takon from the jail 
here to the scene of the inquest and after- 
wards transferred to Brockville Jail if 
committed. Chief McGowan is working 
away on the case vigorously and expects to 
have some startling information to unfold 
at the inquest. Detective Greer of Toron- 
to srrived last night and is assisting him 
on the case. The pair left for the scene of 
the tragedy this morning to collect eyvi- 
dence and have not yot returned. 

It is reported that one Devlin, a cattle 
buyer of Ottawa, is ready to swear to tho 
identity of a certain $5 bill which he gave 
to the old man Lucky in payment of some 
stock, and the money found in the prison- 
or’s pocket will be submitted to him for in- 
spection. This will be an important clue. 
As it is the finding of a large sum of money 
on his person is sufficient evidence that he 
was in the house, because the father was 
reported to be worth a few hundred dollars, 
and it is not likely the prisoner would have 
any money on his person when he left the 
on With no more than would pay his fare to 
Smith’s Falls. The young man has made 
no effort as yet to secure counsel. He, of 
course, will have a very fair show, as if ho 
is convicted at all it will be merely on 
circumstantial evidence. There ure some 
who are of opinion that the prosecution 
will bo weak in some respects, but circum- 
stances point so strongly toa brutal and 
inhuman crime being committed by the 
prisoner that his conviction will be a com- 
paratively easy matter.

Goorge M. Thayer, who lives about 
yards distant from the prisoner's home, was 
the firat Witness put on the stand He 
stated that on Sept. 3 Mra, Yorke, with her 
baby, spont the evening with hia wife, the 
baby appearing hearty and strong Before 
he had risen next morning he heard some 
one pounding the door, and upon 
going down Mrs, Yorke made complaint as 
to the manner in which her husband was 
ill-using the child, She then left, but was 
back in five or ten minutes, having her 
dead baby in her arms and accompanied by 
the prisoner, As they approached the door 
said to her husband, “Arthur, you have 
killed my baby They then came into tho 
house and IT asked him what he 
doing. He said tho child had a fit 
his charge, aud before his wife could return 
it was in the throes of death and he had 
only time to place it in her arms when it 
died. The witness saw marks on the dead 
child's throat. Later on he observed 
bruises behind the ear, on the hand and 
also on the back, The baby never had fits 
to the best of his knowledge. 

Henrietta Thayers, wife of the last wit- 
ness, described the marks on the body and 
also corroborated hie testimony in the 
other instances; in addition, she stated that 
the wife had told her of other occasions 
when Yorke had whipped the baby. 

Mra. Mann testified to tho offect that 
Mra. Yorke passed her door, carrying the 
dead body of her baby, and as she passed, 
said, ‘Arthur has killed my little one.” 
Yorke then said, in a monacing tone, 
“Take care, Lizzie, take care.” 

Elizabeth Tarbot, stepmother of Mrs, 
Yorke, stated that the ill-assorted couple 
had been married in the early part of 
Auguat, 1891; that they had never agreed 
and she had seen the husband take 
the wife's hands and make her beat her 
own fane until her eyes wore blacked and 
the blood ran in a stream from the bruised 
flesh, She had also seen him shake the 
helpless babe ina fit of passion and once 
he had put a plug of tobacco in ita mouth 
to stop its crying, saying that, ‘Inside of 
three months I will have the little devil 
chewing tobacco.”’ 

In his charge to the jury the Judge 
clearly defined the difference between mur- 
der and manslaughter and charged rather 
against the prisoner. 

The jury retired at about 6.40 o'clock 
and the court adjourned until 7.30. In ten 
minutes the jury were rapping on the door 
to signify their agreoment upon a verdict, 
but they had to endure their incarceration 
as best they might until the judge returned, 
The verdict returned was, ‘'Guilty of man- 
slaughter.” 

Mr. Clute moved for sentence, but 
before complying the judge took 
occasion to airitinter to the prisoner such 
a scathing rebuke on his actions, both as 
hasband and father, that ignorant and 
brutal as he was ho flushed and had the 
grace for a few minutes to look thoroughly 
abashed. The sentence imposed was three 
years’ imprisonment in the Kingston Peni- 
tentiary. The Judge warned Yorke that 
ifon being discharged from Kingston he 
made any attempt to fulfil his threats he 
would stand in o far more critical position 
than he did even now.

males were thore for the lirat time. 

Tho nambor of luvatios commilttod during 
the year was oxcoodingly large, in fach the 
largca) in the hletory of the Inatitutlon ; 
there were 20, viz 18 males and 2 fomales 
Of this unfortunate olass, ono died whilat 
confided there, 

The number sontonced to 
ot Impriazonment wore: in Contral prison 9; 
Pooltontiary 4; and Reformatury, 10 

Tho health of the prisoners during the 
yoar was gocd, Two doaths ocourred, one 
atated abovo, the othor was an agod person.

Color Blindness. 


fu a recently pablished report lssued by 
the Marine Dopartment of the British 
Board of Trade some curious and valuable 
information Is given with regard to the pro- 
portion of color blindness in the mercan- 
tile marine of that country. The number 
of candidates who presented themselves for 
examination for certificates as masters and 
mates during the previous year was 4,688, 
of whom 31 were rejected because of their 
Inability to distinguish oolors. Of this 
number twenty one insisted that red was 
green, and others asserted that red was 
some other odlor than either red or green, 
usually drab, Osncidates to the number 
of 206 mlatook drab for green, 64 mistock 
drab for pink, and others assorted that it 
was white or yellow or red. As for pink, 
106 sald it wes green, 32 that it was drab, 
17 that it was red and 84 that lb was somo- 
thing else. With regard to green, 32 aver- 
ed that {t was white, 42 that {t was pink, 
33 that wasdrab and 28thab it was red, 
Ic appears, however, as before 
stated, that only 31 were dirqualified, as 
their inability to distinguish colors was so 
great that lt would probably lead to dis- 
aster on the high seas, while in the major- 
ity of Instances the defeod was a particalar 
one, aud conelsted rather In the Inability 
to distinguleh one or two colors than in the 
Inability to diatloguish all colorr, save black 
and white. 

At the same time the figuree show how 
common color blindness Is N 
experimonts have evor been 
with the viow « propor: 
tion of sufferers from it has 
been asserted on good authority that one 
Individualin fifty ls unable to distingulsh 
between colors. The defect Is believed to 
be more common among men then 
among women, one writer on the 
subject holding that superior color per 
ception on the part of the female has been 
transmitted and intensified. Another adde 
‘If the condition fs an inhorited one, then 
possibly evolutionists may bo able to ex- 
plain the female superiority tn this respect 
by a roference to far back ages when seleo 
tion of thelr partners was, theoretically, a 
marked duty of the weaker sox,’ It may

The Returns Show a Deorense as Com-

Her Majesty also sent an everlasting 
metallic wreath of laprel with the letters 
V., R.I. in gilt, worked into a monogram, 
and bearing tho words: ‘A tribute of af- 
fectionate regard and true admiration from 
the sovereign." 

Promptly at J2 o'clock the procession 
was formed in the Jerusalem Chamber. It 
was headed by two officials of the abbey. 
Then came the coffin, borne on the shoul 
ders of stalwart men, while the pall-bearers, 
Henry White, Secretary of the American 
Legation; Lord Salisbury, the Very Rev. 
Henry Montague Butler, Sir James Paget, 
Lord Rosebery and Prof. Froude, marched 
on either side, 

The chief mourners followed, headed by 
Lady Tennyson and Hallam Tennyson, Mrs. 
Hallam Tennyson, Mrs. Birrell, Lionel 
Tennyson's widow, and the grandchildren 
of the dead followed in the order 
named. Included with the chief mourners 
was the nurse who attended Lord Tennyson 
in his last illness, wearing the hospital 
uniform. Then came the household ser- 
vants. Representatives of the Queen, the 
Prince of Wales and other royal personages 
were present. Among the notables in at- 
tendance were James Bryce, Chancellor of 
the Duchy of Lancaster, John Burns, the

As the procession moved the deep-toned 
abbey bell began to toll, and as the mourn- 
ful sound swept over the city the coffin,

When the procession reached the main 
door of the abbey it was received by the 
dean, the Very Rey. George Granville 
Bradford, Canon Duckworth, Canon Farrar 
and other members of the clergy. As the 
cortege passed up the aisle, along which 
were ranged boys in uniform from the Gor- 
don Home, in which Lord Tennyeon was 
always the solemn

Now it is tend enough, that the cigarette 
éammot do mach barin after the tobacco is 
out of it, and itisal that the tobaceo 
can bo used to injurious excess in divers 
Nevertholess, there is a special 

devilment about cigarettes which the Chri 
tian Union's expe. not to have 
compriged, For it is & fact that an amount 
of tobacco which ifamoked in a pipe or in 
the form of cigars would do the con- 
sumer no appreciable damage, is capable 
of rosults distinctly injurious if smoked 
in the form of cigarettes. The reason lies 
mainly in the present tendency to inhale 
the smoke of cigarettes into the lungs, 
To inhale the smoke of a cigar ora pipe is 
very unusual The smoke of even a mild 
cigar is too strong for such se, and the elfect 
of the tobacco is obtained without it, Bab 
thore is so little tobacco in a cigarette, and 
what there is is usually so mild, that in 
order to get any good——more properly any 
bad—of it the amoke must be taken deope r 
into the system. A man may smoke a 
cigarette in the ordinary way and scarcely 
be conscious that he has smoked anything, 
but if he inhales the amoke he ia instantly 
conscious that he has taken a narcotio 
stimulant. Asitis about the cheapest of 
stimulants, so itis about the meanest and 
most despicable. It only lasts an instant, and 
gommonlty it loaves behind a collapse, not of 
serious dimensions, but disproportionate to 
itscause. A cigar judiciously consumed 
often soothes the smoker's nerves and re- 
freshes his energies, stirring him from sil- 
ence to conversation, promoting hissorenity, 
and producing a ploasant flow of thought 
and language, The effect, too, is lasting 
enough to be comparable to that of food, 
and its stimulating qualities being slowly 
imparted are not followed by collapse. But 
there is no foodeffectabout acigarette, That 
is all spur and no oats ; hence the common 
after-dinner practice of smoking a cigarette 
firat for the sake of its momentary intoxica- 
tion, and @gn a cigar for its more whole- 
some and fasting olfect. 

Considering what very poor things cigar- 
ettes are itis surprising that they should 
have got sucha hold on the community. 
But, bad as they are, they are extremely 
fascinating. The use of them, when carried 
to excess, becomes a habit that is most difli- 
cult to break, while they are so cheap and 
so convenient that it takes exceptional dis- 
cretion to smoke therh at all without smok- 
ing them toa deleterious extent. Of course 
it is primarily because they are so cheap 
that they appeal so generally to boys; but 
even with boys, who ought not to be allow- 
ed to smoke at all, it is not so much the to- 
bacco in the cigarette that does the mischief 
as tho pestilent and insinuating practice of 
inhaling the smoke. An ordinary boy of 
wholesome appetites won't smoke cigars or 
Pipe tobacco enough to do hiin serious 

amage even if he can get them. Nor would 
the cigarettes he might smoke be so serious 
a menace to his welfare if he would only 
smoke them as he would cigars. The 
trouble is that as soon as he gota used to 
cigarette smoking he begins to inhale the 
smoke, and presently is fixed in a habitthat 
plays the mischief with him. 

Whether anything besides tobucco goes 
into the ordinary cigarette is a much-dis- 
cussed question. The offect they sometimes 
produce on the brain is so different from 
that duc to tobacco it other forms as to 
favor the theory that many of them contain 
opium or valerion; but this the manufac- 
turers deny, usually asserting that such 
drugs are too expensive to Pat into cheap 
cigerettes, even if it helped their market 
able qualifies, One thing besides the to- 
bacco obviously goes into them, and that is 
the paper, the fumes of which are doubtless 
bad for the throat and lungs as far as they 
go.—Harper’s Weekly.

To Prevent Cholera Infantam. 


In a bulletin recently issued by the Bos- 
ton board of health in regard to cholera 
infantum it is stated that the discase is 
caused by bad milk, and directions are 
given for caring for the milk as follows : 
“As soonas the milk comes put it in a 
glass bottle ; put thébottlein a kettle with 
a block of wood under it’ to prevent the 
bottom coming in contact with the kettle ; 
5 water enough in the kettle to come 
balf way up the side of the bottles;heat the 
water as hot us possible without boiling ; 
then take the kettle from the fire and cork 
the bottle ; let the bottle remain in the 
kettle for hulf an hour ; then pat the bot 
tle in a cold plate, This makes the milk 
safe without boiling. If possible use « 
rubber stopple instead of a cork The bot 
tle and stoppl l every day 

with boiling water 2

which he owed him, Cross-questionec 
to a will made by the father, witness stated 
that his father spoke about making a will, 
and ho (witness) suid he would be glad to 
give him counsel, and askec him to do well 
by Charlie, the prisoner, and his sister, 
as he himself was well off and 
did not require anything. Witness last 
saw his sister on Saturday morning just 
before ho left the house for Smith's Falls 
She had been sewing for his daughter since 
the Wednesday boforo and left about 10 
minutes to two, just before the fire was 
discovered. The witness farther acknow 
ledged that his father made two or three 
wills, and that he understood the last ono 
was not as favorable to Charlic as the 
revious one. Questioned as to what the 
athor’s foclings were towards the son 
Charles, witness said with much emotion 
that his father considered Charlie to be a 
good’ boy, and farther, said the witness: 

“He was my favorice brother until the 
last few days.” 

Witness said that he had not seen tho 
prisoner for two years. Two yoars ago he 
worked for him for a month or two in the 
spring and also worked for his father, but 
since that time he had been working all 
over, with no settled home. Witness did 
not think there was any great ill-feeling be- 
tween Charles and his father. 

“About six years ago Charlie shot him- 
solf{in Toronto, and I went up to see him 
and brought him home, Afterward I told 
him (Charlie) I think you know more ot 
this thing than I do, meaning the shooting, 
and he put his hand to his back and said: 

“There is a bulletin my body that would 
not be there if it was not for father,” 
(Sensation. } 

Mr. Lucky's examination closed and 
Mr. Andrew Packer, farmer, was called to 
the witness stand. He told how he had 
met Mr. Lucky, deceased, in Smith's Falls 
on the morning of the tragedy. He was 
then going home and he (tho witness) just 
nodded to him, Mr, Parker stated that 
when he arrived home about 1.45, Mr. 
Lucky had not reached his home, Shortly 
afterwards he was noticed coming home, 
and about 15 minatess after that again fire 
was noticed at the Lucky house, and wit- 
ness and others ran over. The doors 
were fastened and the house was 
ablaze inside, Witness kicked in 
the door and discovered the bodies, 
but was unable to get them out until they 
were burned so baddy he could not recog- 
nizethem. The bodies lay very near to- 

ether, the daughter close to the door, 
Witness could not recognize the prisoner as 
ho had not seen him in two years. 

Isabella Parker corroborated her father's 
story and her statement did not vary much 
from his. She informed the court that 
Mary Ann Lucky was in the habit of wear- 
ing an upper set of false teeth, but could 
not identify the set produced in court as the 
one usually worn by the deceased. Several 
more witnesses were examined, but their 
evidence was almost the same as that of the 
previous ones, with the exception of one 
young man who testified to finding the 

loody ax at the time of the fire. The ax 
was produced in court and identifie! by the 
witness as the one he picked up at the fire 
when trying to save the property. Witness 
stated that there was a break in the handle 
and he caught his hand on it and received a 
slight wound, but not sufficient to cause a 
large flow of blood, 

Baring the examination of the witnesses 
the prisoner preserved an indifferent air, 
and did not betray the slightest sign that 
his mind was at all troubled. He sat with 
his eyes fixed upon the coroner and the table 
and seldom raised them to look around. At 
12 o'clock the inquest adjourned for lunch. 
The prisoner was taken to the hotel chained 
to Chief McGowan and ate a hearty meal. 

In the afternoon several important wit- 
nesses were examined, the most of them 
being from Smith’s Falls, Mr. J. Giles, 
shoe dealer, identified the slippers worn by 
the prisoner as a pair purchased by a young 
man in his store on the evening of the Sth 
inat. He had a private mark on them, 
Witness was not able to identify the prison- 
er as the purchaser of the slippers. 

Mr. Polk, the farmer who was instru- 
mental in effecting the arrest of Lucky, de- 
scribed his meeting with the prisoner on 
the Smith's Falls-road on the same evening 
that the stranger purchased the slippers. 
Witness positively identified the prisoner 
as the man whom he met on the road. 

Mr. Willis, the proprictor of the Palace 
Hotel, Smith’s Falls, pri 
soncr as 4 young man who reached his hotel 
on Saturday night, the 8th inst., and asked 
for a room. He described the nervous 
action of the man and related the story of 
hia arrest by Chiof McGowan a few hours 
later. 

Chief McGowan told the story of 
arrest of Lucky in detail, ‘and 
scribed the guilty manner of the young 
man when accused of the crime The vest 
worn by the prisoner was produced and 
blood stains pointed out by the constable, 
Mr. McGowan's evidence was very le nathy 
and at its conclasion the prisoner ‘ objected 
to some of it, but upon hearing the con- 
stavle’s remarks road over he came to 
conclusion that the chief was right,

CALVERLEY'’S FEAT. 


Ho Crosses the Gorge of Niagara on a 
Wire in the Presence of Thousands, 


NrAGARA Farts, Oct. 13.—As Clifford 
Calverley, the Toronto boy, who but re- 
contly made his appearance as a high wire 
walker, left the Bigin House this after- 
noon on his way to the cable on which he 
was to cross the Niagara gorge, he was 
asked by o réporter how he was feel- 
ing. “Feeling,” replied the young fel- 
low, ‘‘why I never felt better in my life, 
and if this wind doesn’t prove too trouble- 
some I’m going to give you a good per- 
formance.” He looked fit, and was in the 
very best of humor, laughing and chatting 
merrily with the crowd of friends by whom 
he was accompanied from the hotel to the 
wire, 

The latter, a new ono purchased for the 
occasion, and measuring in length 1000 feet, 
was stretched near the Suspension Bridge. 
It had keen put up-by Peer, the man who 
some years ago assisted his father to sus- 
pend the rope upon Which Blondin made his 
great walk, and who also put up the cable 
on which the Iate 8, J. Dixon crossed the 
Falls, 

As soon as he*reached the wire young 
Calverley received a hearty ovation from 
the large crowd of spectators who had gath- 
ered on the bridge and on either side of the 
river, 

Throwing off his overcoat ho appeared 
attired in blue tights, pink trunks, collar 
and cuffs, trimmed with silver lace, and 
wore a cloth peaked cap. 

After casting a hasty glance at the sevo- 
ral guy ropes this daring young athlete, 
who but three or four months ago was prac- 
tising rope- walking on a thin cord in a gar- 
den attached to the house in which he re- 
sided in Pembroke-street, picked up his 
balancing pole and shook hands with a few 
of his personal friends in the coolest pos- 
sible fashion. ts 

Calverley possesses a nerve of iron, and 
there was not the slightest indication of 
fear onshis part as he stepped on to the 
wire There was a breathless silence, how- 
ever, on the part of the onlookers, who ap- 
peared to realize more than did Calverley 

imself the serious import of one false step. 

There is a peculiarity about Calverley’s 
walking, inasmuch as he proceeds across his 
wire in the same style as ho walks along 
the street. There is no feeling his way— 
he steps out fearlessly and with a long 
stride, and by those well qualified to judge 
he has been described as the most graceful 
walker who has ever stepped on a high 
wire. 

It was 3 o'clock when he started on his 
perilous journey. He was introduced to 
the vast crowd by Mr. E. S. Jackson of 
Toronto, and the announcement that he in- 
tended tu lower the 124 minute record was 
received with loud cheering. 

Calverley started off at a rattling pace, 
lowering down towards the centre of the 
rope, which swayed considerably. The 
walk was omplished in breathless 
silence, and he reached the

o through a variety of clever trick 
frid down, knelt, balanced his pole on his 
right foot, performed the frog walk back- 
wards as well as forward, stepped over his 
balancing pole, carrying it for a long dis- 
tance behind him.

When he left the rope for 
the last time the cheering from both 
sides of the river and from the bridge, 
which was crowded, was deafening, and it 
was with the greatest difficulty that he suc 
ceeded in reaching his hotel.

The largest aggregate price paid for any 
one berth was $373,650. The limit was 
knocked down to Mr. G. W. Pack of 
Alpena, Mich. This is said to be the high- 
est price ever paid ‘for a berth in this or 
any other country.

Let the 
ship companies. award them pensions 
worthy of what they enduref until they 
start on their last voyage from this world 
tothe next, Aye, that voyage we must 
all take, landsmen as well as seafarers. 
Let us be sure that we have the right pilot, 
and the right chart, and the right captain, 
and that we start in the right Tireehion! It 
will be to each of us who love the Lord 
& voyage’ more wonderful for dis; 
covery than that which Columbus 
took, for, after all we have heard 
about that other world, know not 
where it is or how it looks, and it will be 
as new as San Salvador was to the glorious 
captain of the Santa Maria. “Eye hat 
not seen, nor ear heard, neither have enter.

James Slavin, Aline MovVehon, Whe Wil 
fally Shot nod Killed Constable Davy | 
in Beptomber Last, Pound Gullty and 
He Will Ke 
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Sent to the Gnuilows on 


CORNWALD, Oot., Oot. 15. James Slavio, 
murderer ‘of ‘Special’ Constable John’ R. 
Davy, was yesterday ‘rentenced by Jndge 
Armour to be hanged on Dee! 16, 1892. 

James Slavin, who usually passed by the 
name of McMuhon, isa native of Corowall, 
his parents residing near the station John 
Slavin, father of the prisoner, isa pensioner 
of the British Government, having ‘been 
through the Crimean ‘an@ Chinese wars 
He is a highly respected resident of the 
town, and feels very keenly the terrible 
position in which hia son’s ‘rashvess has 
placed him. The prisoner isa young man 
about 24 yoars of age, of medium heiglit 
and fair complexion. His younger days 
were spent in Cornwal!, where he learned 
the trade of harness-making under Thomas 
McMahon, in the shop owned by Mr. 
Davey, whoin he is’ charged ‘with kill- 
ing on Sept. 6. He also worked at harness- 
making io Lancaster. Slavin left for the 
west in the fall of 1886, obtaining work on 
the Canadian Pacific Railway works near 
Sudbury. He was a member of the Corn- 
wall Junior Lacrosse Club, and was consid- 
ered a quiet, easy-goiug fellow and a favor- 
ite with his associates. 

The crime fer which he will give up his 
life occurred on Sept. 6. From a quiet 
young man Slavin ‘had d generated into a 
drunken rough, who was’ dangerons be- 
cause he always carried a revolver. On the 
daynamed he was “fighting drunk” and 
using hi« pistol freely, aud on Constable 
Davy attempting to arrent him he shot thas 
officer dead, There is little sympathy for 
the criminal.

A LONDON SUICIDE. 


Dying Into a Hospital in Hand 


some Evening Dress. 

Lonpon, Oot. 15.—The Morning gives the 
following particulars of a mysterious case of 
suicide: 

A woman, who was formerly a music 
ball artiste, appearing under the stage 
name of Selby, committed suicide in a 
house in Cavendish-aquare, London, on 
Sept. 14 under mysterious circum- 
stances, Tho case was hushed up at the 
time, but it has since transpired that o 
gentleman—whose name The Morning 
withholda—a well-known director of public 
companies, loft her just a moment prior to 
the time sho committed suicide, 

She wrote her name on one of his cards 
while she was dying in the hospital. He 
appeared at the inquest as a witness and 
made a statement of what he knew about 
the case.

Tho doctor in tho hospital, who attended 
the patient when she was brought to the 
institution, says that sho was received at 
about 2 o'clock in the morning.

Hoe at once 
made an examination and found that she had 
been shot in the abdomen and that she was 
in o very critical condition.

FROM THE EARTH TO THESUN, 


The Exact Distance, as Measured by Ger 
Astronomers 

of the C 
thetransit of 


onan 
Many of tke re ul 
mnion may have 
vr nus in 1882, when the earth's |x 
tiful sister planet, moving in its orbit 
extetly between the earth and aun, appear 
ed upon the bright disk of the latter in the 
shape ofa round black spot—« world in 
silhouette, Although most ton years have 
elapsed, astronomers have hardly yet com- 
pleted the oonrputations and discussions re 
quired to pive the best possible knowledge 
of tho sun's distance that can be derived 
from the observations made at that time, 
Prof. Anwers has recently published the 
resulta of the observations made by the Ger 
man astronomers during both the transit of 
1882 and the previous transit of Venus in 
1874. After carefully comparing the mea 
urement made on the two oecasions, anid 
correcting as nearly as all the 
known errors, he tinds for what is known us 
the sun's parallax 8.880 seconds, Thisait 
ply means that half of the diqmetor 
earth, as seen from the sun wonld 
an angle of eight seconds and eight hundred 
and eighty thousandths of a second. 

The distance of the sun, as inilicate! by 
the parallax given above, would be 92,059, 
700 miles ; but, owing to probable errors in 
the obgervation which cannot he corrected, 
thd parallax is uncertain to the extent of 
about 1.400 part either way, so that the 
true distance may be as great as 92,289,700 
ruiles or as small as {11,289,700 miles, 

The German computation makes the sun's 
distance somewhat’ less than has usually 
been assumed in the recent text-books o! 
astronomy. “Other measures based on the 
transits of 1874 and J8S82 have varied from 
91,850,000 miles up to 93,428,000 miles, the 
number generally preferred being about 
92,000,000 miles, although the distance cor- 
réspondiny to the parallax adopteil forse 
inthe nautical almanac is about 92,000 
000, 

At first sight it may appear surprising 
that there should be such wide differences 
in the varions measures, but really the dif 
ferences are not as serious as they may ap 
pear to bo. The sun is a body about 866, 
000 miles in diameter, so that the probable 
error, one way or the other, in any of the 
measures given above does not amount to 
one-quarter of the son's own diameter, 
while the variation of the distance in the

THE EGLINTON SHOOTING. 


After n Long Struggle the Victim Dies of 
His Wound, 


Toronto, Oct. 17.—Death has at lost 
claimed William Jones, the victim of the 
Eglinton shooting affray. Dissolution oo- 
curred at 10.50 o'clock Saturday night. 

Tho struggle was a long one, with the 
odds against the injured man, The shoot- 
ing occurred on the night of Sept. 27 and 
tho following evening he was admitted to 
the Toronto General Hospital. Forty-eight 
hours after the shooting gangrene of the 
most virulent type set in and no 
hope ot saving the man’s life was 
entertained. Jones, in his moments 
of consciousness, was told that he must 
die, but he stoutly denied that he would. 
A week ago it looked as if he knew more 
than the doctors, he having improved to 
such an extent that the possibility of 
amputating his leg was discussed, 

About 10 days ‘ago Jones made an 
ante-mortem statement, in which he stated 
that on the night of the shooting he had 
gone to Britton’s house to collect $1.50 due 
on some hogshe had sold. He also ac- 
knowledged throwing stones at the win- 
dows. 

A few days ago Jonés” robnat constitu 
tion gradually weakened as tle vital fluid 
became more and more impregnated with 
poison generated in the injured limb, until 
Saturday night, when, as already stated, 
death ensued. He was unconscious up to 
the time of his demise. 

Saturday Coroner Johnson held a post- 
mortem examination on the remains, and 
later in the afternoon the body was taken 
away by Undertaker Young. 

Herbert Britton, the young man whom 
Jones alleges to have fired the fatal shot, 
was arrested the day following the fracas, 
but was liberated on bail by Justice of 
the Peace Jackos. 

An inquest will be held this afternoon at 
4 o'clock at Oulcott’s Hotel, Eglinton.

Coroner Ferguson was notified anda jury 
was to be ompaneled Saturday to view 
the body. An inquest will be held at an 
early date to find out if possible who wished 
Mr. Pendergast to cure for the child.

Wyoming. Thousands of dollars’ worth of 
these animals are known to have perished, 
and it 1s estimated that almost a third of 
the cattle aud horses on the ranges have 
been destroyed by the storm. An unknown 
dead man was found by the alde of the rall 
road track near Greeley, Ool., to-day.

THE POISONERS TRIAL. 





CONTINUATION OF THE EVIDENCE 
AGAINST NEILL 





Prisonerx's Counsel ts Regarded as a Very 
Ablo Man, Who Will Make a Strong 
Fight for His Clients Lite Neill Takes 
Matters Coolly, But Watohes the Wit 


nesses Tntently, 


Lonpon, Oct. 19.—The Naill case excites 
the most intenso interest and the court 
room was crowded, many of the audience 
being young women of the class to which 
the alleged victims of Neill belonged. 

Lord Mayor Evans and the sheriffs of 
Londou sat on tho bench beside Juatice 
Hawkins. Scattered here and there about 
the court room were a number of fasbion- 
ably dressed ladies, who wore ovidently 
attracted to the acene by morbid curiosity, 
As Neillsatin the dock it was seen that 
his beard and mustache had grown abund- 
antly, greatly improving his appearance; 
but his face, nevertheless, betrayed an un- 
healthy paleness. This may, however, 
have been due in a great measure to his 
confinement while awaiting trial. 

As the trial proceeded a slight nervous 
twitching was discernible at the corners of 
his mouth, He wore colored glasses, 
When he pleaded to the indictment his 
voice betrayed no tremulousness, his tone 
being clear and firm, His characteristic 
coolness was shown when, after saying that 
he was not guilty, he moved the chair in 
which he had been sitting in the middle of 
the dock to the end, where he sat down 
without waiting for the judge's permission. 
The angle of the dock and the back of the 
chair made a comfortable corner, and here 
Neill sat listening intently to Sir Charles 
Russell’s speech, all the while shading his 
eyes with his hand. t : 

Sir Charles said ho did not think 
there was sufficient evidence to connect 
Neill with the murder of the Donworth 
girl, who had been found in a dying condi- 
tion in Waterloo-road. But in justice to 
the prisoner the facta relating to this case 
no far as known would be stated. 

Sir Charles said that among the witnesses 
for the prosecution were two girls named 
Masters and May who saw Neill enter the 
lodgings occupied by the Clover girl. They 
knew Noill so well that the jury would 
have no doubt on hearing their evidence that 
there was no room to dispute his complete 
identification. 

Neill, who followed the Clover girl into 
her room, left the house later in the even- 
ing, but the (Sir Charles) wished to say 
that there was no direet evidence that they 
met again that evening. Thergirl left the 
house also, and returned at 3 o'clock the 
next morning, when she died. 

Sir Charles added that he wished to em- 
phasize the fact that Neill asked his land- 
lady’s daughter to ascertain if the Clover 
girl had died from the effects of poison at 
a time when no one suspected that she had 
been poisoned. Neill had also charged 
Dr. Broadbent with poisoning the girl with 
strychnine, when nobody except the mur- 
derer knew that atrychnine had been em- 
ployed to kill her. 

Sir Charles then gave many details of 
Neill’s visit to America and his friendship 
on his return to London with Haynes, who 
acted as a spy on Neill’s actions. Neill told 
Haynes that the son of Dr. Harper had 
poisoned Louisa Harvey, who, Sir Charles 
continued, was alive and would give evi- 
dence against the prisoner, 


Some of the Evidence, 
Edward Levi identified Neill ax a phy- 
sician he had known in Chicago, Ill. 
Elizabeth Masters was called and aworn, 
She testified that she was a married woman, 
separated from her husband, On a Tuesday 
night at the beginning ot October last year 
she remembered a gentleman speaking to 
her at Ludgate Hill. She went into the 
King Lud public house with him, and from 
there to Orient Buildings, Hercules-road. 
She recognized the prisoner as the man, 
She then went to Gatti’s Music Hall, and 
while there sawafriend of hers named 
Elizabeth May. The prisoner wore a flat 
top felt hat and had on a waterproof. 
While at Gattis he told her that 
he was a student. at St. Thomas’ 
Hospital, and that he had come from 
abroad, He showed her two photographs, 
one of which he said. was of his: brother 
and the other of his mother. He took off 
his hat to show her that be was like the 
photograph. She looked at him and 
noticed that he was cross-eyed, and that he 
was bald. He told her that he was staying 
ata hotelin Fleet-street. After the per- 
formance was over the witness, the prisoner 
and May left the music hall together and 
rode to Ludgate Circus.

Dr, Thomas Stevenson testified to 
having discovered traces of strychnine in the 
intestines of the exhumed body of Matilda 
clover. The symptoms of her death, as re 
cited to him, were consistent with both 
strychnine poisoning or delirium tremons 
After examining a few minor witnesses the 
court adjourned,

A MYSTERY CLEARED UP. 


Tho Man Was Not Mardered But Was 
Killed By the Cars, 


NIAGARA FALLs, Oct. 19.—Rogarding the 

finding of John Anderson's body on the 
railway track, it has become known that he 
boarded a trajn going west from here 
shortly after midnight, but as he was on 
the wrong traiv the conductor put him 
off just outside of the freight yards with 
two negroes, who had no money. It 
is thought Anderson was intoxicated and 
continued to walk ahead on the track when 
he was met by the east-bound train about 
3 o'clock and run over.

The was day by the 
prosecution calling John Patrick Haynes, 
who testified that he became acquainted 
with Neill through his visiting the photo- 
graph establishment of Armstead & Co. 
of Westminster Bridge-road, of which 
firm Haynes was a member, Neill was 
very eccentric, A friondship sprang up 
between them, and Haynes found 
Noill was very froo with his money. By 
going out with Noill Haynes learned of 
many of his amours, Afterwards Neill 
showed Haynes a notebook, in which were 
entered, among other things, the initials of 
the women who had been poisoned, with the 
dates of their deaths. hore were initials 
which he said reterred to Ellen Dodworth, 
Matilda Clover and the girls Marah and 
Shrivell, and there were also the initials 
“L. H.,” which he said meant Louise 
Harvey. Haynes hoard Neill declare that 
young Harper had murdered tho girls. 
Subsequently Haynes and Neill were rid- 
ing together when they heard nowsboys 
shouting: ‘‘Arrests in the Stamford-street 
case.” Neill was greatly 
dismounted at Charing Cross, where he 
bought several copies of different papers. 
He appeared to be much relieved when he 
toma that the nowsboys’ cries referred to 
the Stamford-street ‘Road to ruin” caso, 
Haynes further testified that he had seen 
Neill take morphia, strychnine and opium 
on many occasions. 
A Witnoss from Scotland Yard, 

Sergeant Patrick McIntyre of the crim- 
inal investigation department, Scotland 
Yard, was the next witness examined, He 
tostified that he made the acquaintance of 
Neill early in May. The prisoner knew 
who and what he was. He told him he 
was a doctor of medicine, and had studied 
at St. Thomas’ Hospital. He stated that 
he had been to Dublin, and had afterwards 
zone to America. McIntyre met him on 
Westminster Bridge on May 19 and said; 
“Good morning, doctor. How are you get- 
ting ont” 

He replied: ‘I have been tronbled with 
detectives following me the last two or 
three days.” 

After some general conversation 
Intyre asked him if there was any reason 
why detectives should follow him, He re- 
plied that the only reason he knew was 
that he happened to have some improper 
photographs about him. He asked Me- 
Intyre if he would make enquiries and 
ascertain why he was being watched. 
MolIntyre told him he would doso. Neill 
told McIntyre that he had on the previous 
evening met a woman on the Westminster 
bridge road, and that she told him that the 
police had sent her to make his acquaint- 
ance and find out who he was, as they be- 
lieved he was connected with the Stam- 
ford-street poisoning case. That was 
tho last reference to the affair. Neill said 
that about & month before the last inquest 
on Marsh and Shrivell he met a man as he 
was leaying his lodgings in the morning, 
who introduced himself os a detective and 
said his name was Murray. This man 
questioned him as to his knowledge of Har- 
per and his associations with women. He 
said the mau Murray produced the letters 
addressed to the ge Shrivell and Marsh 
at Stamford-street. The letters, he said, 
warned the girls to be careful of Dr. Har- 
per or he would poison them, as he had 
done the girls Clover and Harvey.

strychnine, Nux yomnica also contains in 
leas quantity another poison called brucla 
He had found strychnine ina case belong:

He spoke a great 
deal of women in London and mentioned 
Waterloo, Victoria and Westminster-roads 
as thoroughfares in which he met women 
While at the hotel Neill spent money freely 
and drank a good deal. 

He drove aboot the city with McCallogh 
and pointed out his father’s shipyard and 
the placo where he had worked when a 
boy.

BARRIE FIREMEN CALLED ON 


Thoy Woentto the Assistance of 


and Rendered ¢ 


Heeton 


Barris, Ont, Oct. 20,—The Barr fire 
men arrived from Beeton yesterday after 
noon and gave the following account of the 
fire there yesterday morning The fire 
originated in Mr. A. N, Hepwell’s dwelling 
about 3.a.m., and was caused by a defed- 
tive chimney. The flames spread quickly 
and soon made their way to the store ad- 
joining, owned by the same party, and then 
to other buildings on the south side of 
Main-street, running west as far as Bell's 
hardware store. Part of this distance it 
crossed to the north side of the 
atreol, consuming everything in ite course, 
the central and business portion of the 
village being destroyed. Altogether 16 
buildings, including the three hotels, be- 
sides stables and outbuildings, were burned. 
Most of tho buildings were frame and the 
flames sproad rapidly. 

The citizens worked hard and for a time 
made good progress in checking the flames, 
considering the only means they had of 
fighting the fire was with pails,and in some 
instances they bad to carry the watera 
long distance. The strong west wind that 
was blowing atthe time soon overbalanc- 
ed their efforts to check the fire, and at 
3.30 Reeve Wright, seeing that the entire 
village was in danger, wired Barrie for as- 
sistance, The Barrie engine and 10 men 
reached the village about 430 und soon 
got to work, and had they been able to get 
a good water supply the loss would have 
been considerably less, ‘The cfliciency of 
the engine was soon discounted by the 
supply of water, which they had to get 
from domestic wells, emptying six in two 
hours. 

Three or four of the sufferers wore un- 
insured, some fully and others only partly. 
Nearly all the stores had their fall and 
winter stocks in, hardly any of which is 
saved. Tho loss in almost every case will 
be totaland will be fully $60,000. The 
telegraph and telephone communications 
being still cut off it is impossible to obtain 
4 list of the insurancesor the companies in- 
terested to-night.

Hon. Mr. Mercier, arose from his seat anc 
insisted that the case of the Queen v. Hon, 
Mr. Mercier and Ernest Pacaud take pre- 
cedence, He said that all the witnesses for 
the Crown were present, 

Mr. Dunbar said that the Crown con- 
sidered it their duty to first proceed with 
the trials of those in jail, which was a pub- 
lic duty 

Mr. Greonshields, in answer, said that he 
was informed that there were only one or 
two prisoners in jail and he ridiculed the 
idea that their trial was of more importance 
than that of the ox-Premior of the province, 
a former Queen's adviser, Such a thing 
would not be tolerated in England and 
France. 

Mr. Lemieux followed in a forcible 
speech, advocating the samo right of justice. 
iTe quoted the trials of McGreevy and 
appealed to the judge’s intelligence and 
heart, 

Hon. Mr. Mercier next addressed the 
court, saying that he received a telegram 
in Montreal last night informing him that 
his trial would not proceed to-day for 
reasons best known to the Crown. He did 
not believe the contents of the tele- 
gram and he came down to Quebeo 
to stand his trial He had a favor 
to ask of the court, and that was 
for his trial to be proceeded with at once, 
let the consequences be what thoy may. He 
was on all seh libelled by the press, who 
maligned his character and called him a 
robber, He thought he was entitled to this 
right asa journalist, a lawyer and ex- 
Promier of the Proyince of Quebec. He had 
bis honor to defend and the honor of his 
amily. “If my title as a fathor of a 
tamily is not enough, my title as a British 
subject you cannot take away from me,” 
said the honorable gentleman. 

He concluded an eloquent appeal by say- 
ing he would:atay in court day after day, 
and if he was not accorded his trial then he 
would say that there was no justice in this 
country, 

Mr. Fitzpatrick followed in the same 
strain, 

Mr. Stuart, Q.C,, associate Crown prose- 
eutor, said that the defendants were on the 
samo footing as other accused and he would 
resist any special favor being accorded. 

Judge Blanchet in rendering judgment 
said that it was not a political case and he 
was obliged to follow the regular practice 
of the court.

Lonpon, Oct. 24.—The News of the 
World declares that it is ina position to 
state that Neill, the doomed woman 
poisoner, in an interview in jail, confessed 
that he poisoned Matilda Clover, Emma 
Shrivell and Alice Marah, but declared that 
he had not poisoned E lien Donworth, and 
said that up to the last moment he had a 
fecling that he would be acquitted, 

Since he was sentenced Neill has boon as 
impassive and as cool as botore. When he 
was taken to Wandsworth Jail on Frida 
night he

perhaps that was his duty.” 

On Baturday Noill asked to be allowed 
before the day set for his execution to seo 
Laura Sabbatini, to whom he was engaged 
to be married. 

Neill'’s Doings in Quebec,

MUST PROTECT THEMSELVES. 


Imperial Troops Will be Withdrawn from 
The Colonies, 


Lonpon, Oct, 24,—Considerable surprise | 
Was caused in political circles, and especi- | 
ally in colonial circles, Saturday by ao re- 
port that Mr. Gladstone proposed to with- 
draw British troops entirely from the 
North American colonies and _ require 
that Canadians and Newfoundlanders 
maintain their own means of defence, 
It is known that the question has been 
seriously discussed among mombers of 
the Cabinet, and that Mr. Gladstone is de- 
cidedly favorable to throwing the colonists 
in all parts of the world as much as possible 
on their own resources, He idea of 
abandoning territories that directly 
under Imperial jurisdiction, but believes in 
training the self-governing colonies to be 
able to rely upon their own resources, both 
military and naval. 

It is not improbable that before another 
12 months has elapsed the Canadians willbe 
called upon to occupy the forts now garri- 
soned by Imperial troops, and that the Cape 
Government will also be required to under- 
take similar responsibility. 1t is said that 
Mr. Gladstone has expressed the opinion 
that if the colonists should learn something 
by experience asto the costof military 
strength and display they will be less likely 
to involve themselves and the Empire in 
costly and unprofitable wars. 

Meantime, however, it seems certain 
that the British Government will not aban- 
don Uganda, Lord Rosebery has intimated 
as much, and public sentiment, without re- 
gard to party, is in favor of retaining that 
African possession. There is a general im- 
pression that, as Lord Rosebery says,

An English Woman Rides 220 Miles tu 67 
jfours, 


Vienna, Oct. 24 —A remarkable feat of 
horsemanship, requiring great endurance 
and a wonderful amount of determination 
and persistence in its wonderful accom. 
plishment, has just been performed by a 
woman, Thisisa long distance ride on 
horseback, which, considering the many 
difficulties encountered in the route 
traversed and the ragged and mountainous 
nature of the country, was made in very 
good time, ‘The equestrienne is Miss 
Tomasson, a young English woman. 

The start was made trom Ionsbruck, the 
capital city of the Tyrol, at the entrance of 
the Sill into the Inn, 84 miles from Trent. 
From Innsbruck she rodé to the town of 
Botzen, at the confluence of the T'alfer and 
the Eisach, 35 miles from Trent. Passing 
through Botzen she proceeded to St. Val- 
entin and thence to Landeck, a town of 
Prussian Silesia, on the Biala, at which 
point half her journey was accomplished. 

Miss Tomasson then retraced her-route, 
returning to Innsbruck by the same road 
which she followed on the first half of her 
long and wearying ride, 

She reached the goal in comparatively 
peed condition, and her arrival was greeted 

y a large crowd of admirers, who enthasi- 
astically showered her with praise for her 
plucky and notable work in the saddle, 

The entire distance ridden over by Miss 
Tomasson was 220 miles, and was covered 
in the surprisingly short time of 674 hours. 
She rode the same horse throughout the 
journey. 

The task was made more noteworthy by 
the fact that Miss Lomasson had not pre- 
viously undergone any training and that 
the route included the celebrated Brenner 
Pass and the niouotonous Malser Haide.

{fo striking, nothing strikes. Delays are 
made at several stopping places for loading 
of freight and supplies, sufliclently long to 
enable us to make short excursions into 
acjacent woods, whore the *‘whirr" of the 
partridge ls heardin the land. The recent- 
ly enacted law forbldding the sale of par- 
iridge and other game has effectually stop- 
ped pot hunters, and the effect will bo ap- 
parent In a year or two.

port daty on logs. American horses and 
men are sent over to geb out the saw logs, 
of which one tug alone last season towed 
over 276,000, which are all sawed and man- 
ufactured in Michigan, and {tb makes one 
sympathize, if not approve the lodignation 
which is universal throughout all the dls- 
trict, that timber limits should be sold 
without any provision that the lumber 
should be gawed in Ontario, or that an ex- 
port duty should be pald. Next year more 
mills must close, and itis alleged that the re- 
sources of the country are being depleted 
without any advantage coming to the dis- 
trict which needs {t most. Iam notin a 
position to understand the polloy which 
may possibly justify this unconditional sale 
of part of our forests to those who do noth- 
ing in our country farther than remove the 
material, but I know what, regardless of 
politics, the universal public opinion 
throughout the whole of Northern Ontarlo 
is with regard to what they call tho slaugh- 
ter of the lumbering industry. There is no 
agriculture and no possibility of dairying ; 
only occasional garden patches, little fer- 
tile oases in the inexorable rocks, Fish- 
Ing will be permanently profitable and the 
Buffalo Fishing Company are ubiquitous. 
Bears and game are plentiful; but land, the 
only sound foundation of prosperity, ts 
scarce. What think you of a country 
where even grave yards are almost unob- 
tainable, where even the little six feet of 
earth to which we all claim to be entitled 
are denied a man ; and where in some In 
stances the dead have to be carried 30 or 40 
miles for interment. We saw several 
churches, but few God's Aores. Still 
about “Parry Sound they make the best 
of small blessings. They had just held a 
two days’ fair and their vegetables and 
gardon produce put to blush the gardeners 
of the Bay of Qalnte. A pumpkin of 157 
pounds welght and turolps welghing 30 
pounds, gourds four feet long, squashes 
and cabbages several feet {pn diameter were 
only some of many, abnormal developments 
of nature assisted by art. This Parry 
Sound is a unique place with Its fine water 
power and harbor, Ite five mills, and Its 
taxes at 33 mills on the dollar. Happy 
Belleville will have 20 mills on the dollar, 
bub alas few mills to pay them with! Bab 
in Parry Sound there 1s absolute probibl- 
tlon ; there one cannot keep his spirits up 
by pouring spirits down, and there {fs no 
use whatever for Bay of Quinte corksorews. 
Mr. Wm. Beatty sold every lob on one 
alde of the rlver Segain upon the express 
condition that the land would revert to him 
or his should Ilquor ever be drank or sold 
thereon, and on the other side of the river 
(an Instance of the contagion of temper- 
ance) the local option law has been In force 
for some years. There can be no doubt 
that the peddlers of choap and flashy jew- 
ellory and of roady-made olothes at 
fabulous prices find thelr justification 
in the argument that ff they did not 
glve the men In the lumber camps some- 
thing palpable for tholr wages, the wages 
would go tu somothing spiritaous or worse; 
and this not through any Individual depra- 
vity, but rather through porsonal weakness 
and the tomptations of the boys In crowds, 
without pabllo opinion to restrafn, Lb is 
an interesting sight to soe tho shrowd watch 
vendor kneoling bofore his trays of nickel 
and asllyered tlme-ploces and chains, sur- 
tnded by an eager oir le of young lum 
bermen, exchanging orders on the foreman 
and antlolpating weges yeb unearned, for 
tho desire of tholr hearts, a watch of tholr 
wnt and It {s noedleas to say that the tact 
sand kn »wledge of human natore of the ped 
nds ample scope and qulok returns, 
the mill owners’ residences aro 
udsome structures, bullb on most plotu 
que sltes, and several of them have, as 
local Mrs. Partington romarked, * tur. 
entine walks and sorubbery all over tho 
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grounds.” A rural druggist of the party 
describes how he was visited by a customer 
who was “‘suffering trom a relasp from con- 
gression of the lungs,” and wanted some of 
his ‘Fellows Oompound of Hypopotamas.” 
But indeed this must not be taken as indl- 
cating any wide-spread ignorance, for the 
people there are exceptionally well inform- 
ed ; and to show that poetic sentiment and 
stern morality can be blended everywhere, 
and that even in these northern reglons, 
*‘ ever the beautiful walts on the datifal,” 
I copied the following legend from the-pil- 
lowshama of a timber hostelry : 

I slept and dreamed that life was beauty ; 

I awoke and found that life was duty,

pass close enough to touch them, to the 
revelations of light and shade and the un- 
dulating succession of {inexhaustible tints 
of follage which seem to be vast fields of 
magnificent gigantlo posles, to tho flashing 
stars on che water in the gleaming sunlight 
as westeam Into the open expanse, with the 
distant belt of living qalckallver on the 
horizon. We cannot but be struck with 
both the profusfoa and the harmony of 
nature's display, with the grandeur of the 
earth and the grandeur of the sky domed 
above us with heavenly frescoes painted by 
the thought of the Great Artist. Thus 
passed four days of almost phenomenal calm 
and beauty breken only by one storm, 
when the elements unfurled thelr banners, 
and when majesty and seething billows 
took the place of halcyon havens of repose. 

And now we have returned to Belleville 
(which we tind has a good name everywhere 
we journeyed), determined that our hearty 
appreclation of what we saw will be ox- 
preased with your permlsslon through your 
columns, where {ts perusal may induce oth- 
era next year to share the delightful expo- 
rlences which we hope to renew again upon 
tho first of the rare opportunities that pre- 
sent themselves to busy mon. With ploas- 
ant companions andunder favorable weather 
auspices, none cap fall to carry away the 
impression that this Canadian Georglan Bay 
route is one of unparalleled interest and 
beauty, whether [b be taken In tho glow of 
the midsummer solstice, or 
‘When bravely Autumn paiots upon the sky 

Tho gorgeous fame of summer which has fled.” 
As such we commend It, we fear unworthl 
ly, In these hastily constructed and Inartls 
tlo ‘*notes by the way,” bub wo abate nob 
one whit In our admiration for the guletor 
hoauty of our own land-locked Bay of Quln- 
te, where fortile farmsand happy homosteads 
afford a richer, doopor, more lasting satla- 
factton to oye, to thought, and to hope.

Judging From the Action of the Board 
of Agricultare [t Was Not. 


Loxpon, Oct. 25.—Canadian experts 
doubt the Canadian origin of tho cow that 
was slaughtered in Fifeshire on account of 
pleuro-pneumonia, 

Even The Standard suggests, poring 
that Canada is free from the diseaso an 
has so been for years, that the beast prob- 
ably caine from the United States, 

The Live Stock Journal notes the im- 
proved Canadian quarantine in the North- 
West against the United States, It 
suggests that previous laxity, perhaps, 
brought disease among Canadian herds. 
The cow was landed nearly a fortnight at 
Dundee before the pleuro-pneumonia was 
discovered. When the lungs were sent to 
the Royal Veterinary Collego, all the ani- 
mals on the two farms, 150 in number, 
were ordered to be slaughtered, but’ the 
Board of Agriculture has: now suspended 
the order, doubting the reality of the dis- 
ease,

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE GT.R. 


Not Altogethor Satisfnotory, Hat the Pro- 
spects Are Good, 

Lonpon, Oct. 25,—The Grand Trunk re- 
Port issued yosterday afternoon sympathizes 
with the stockholilers on the inadequate 
return fer the enormous traffic carried, 
Despite the greatest care in the selection of 
the traffic ond to secure economy the 
average rate for freight has been at most 
the lowest on record. But the prospects 
Are improving consequent upon good 
harvests and the World’s Fair during the 
comipg year, This prospect brings hopes 
of betterment. 

Regarding capital expenses the directors 
are strongly convinced no further extension 
of the svstom should be made, no fresh 
responsibilities inourred on capital account, 
as cegarda vow lines, But the system must 
be kept in « state of efficic ney. 

Power will be now obt ained for issue ot 
$600,000 in four percent. debentures,

ployes, the directors. themselves reduce 
their fees by one-third, or to $1900 per 
annum, until a dividend is paid on second 
preference, 


THE IRISH FUND IN PARIS. 


Serious Difficulties Have Arisen Over Its 
Relense. 

Loxpon, Oct. 25.—An unforeseen diffi- 
culty has arisen in connection with the re- 
lease of the Paris fund, even assuming that 
the two Irish sections can agree upon the 
terms, 

At the instance of Treasurer Healy in- 
ee were addressed to Monroe & Co., 

‘aris bankers, to ascertain whether they 
would give up the fund in the event of a 
joint application being made to them by all 
the Irish mombers, 

Under the advice of their lawyers Mon- 
roe & Co. replied that they did not think 
they could surrender the fund until a deci- 
sion had been reached in the French courts 
determining who was entitled to them. 

This is not a final answer, but there is 
little hope that it will be changed. 

The bankers are under serious liabilities 
in regard to the fund, as the question of 
trusteeship is involved, and the French law 
is very strict on that point, 

At the same time the agreement for the 
release of the fund seems more remote this 
week than last. Redmond has refused to 
2 Pay to McOarthy’s proposal to limit the 
admitted claims on the fund to £8000 and 
the controversy continues to be waged in 
the bitterest spirit. 

The McCarthyites have held a series of 
county conventions during the week and 
have started ceunty funds exclusively for 
the tenants.

Enquiry at the Crown Lands Department 
yesterday showed that for the Nepigon 
waters, which are very popular indeed with 
American fishermen, $355 has been received 
for fishing permits. As the priviloge in 
these waters costs $5 this sum represents 71 
fishermon—at a generous estimate 25 per 
cent, of the foreigners who fished in those 
waters. 

In other parts of Ontario, Muskoka, 
Lakefield and Victoria County the privilege 
costs $l, and the officials of the Crown 
Lands Department admit that very fow of 
the hundreds of Americans who every year 
fish in Ontario pay for permits. At Lake- 
field 17 permits were granted, at Garden 
River 4and at Peterboro about 20. It is 
a pity that so much of Canada’s game 
should be killed by such a pirate nation, 
and the greater precautions which have 
this year been adopted in Muskoka under 
instructions of the Provincial Secretary are 
to be commonded.

Sportsmen claim that the local clubs in 
supplying their guests with quail and other 
birds prohibited by the gume laws from 
being exposed for sale are guilty of a con- 
travention of the act, and a test case will 
be brought before the magistrate.

THE CANADIAN BUDGET. 


ALARMING SPREAD OF DIPHTHERIA 
IN THE QUEEN CITY 
Nearly 200 Cases In a Month—The Dentha 


From the Disense Average Ono Daily 


Four Schools To Hoe Closed-The 

Suloide Wave, 

Toroxto, Oct. 26.—A sort of meet 
ing extraordinary of medical men was 
held yesterday afternoon in the oflice 
of Medical Health Officer Allen. 


It was called to consider the présent diph- 
thoria epidemic Ald. Lamb, acting chair- 
man of the Board of Health, presided. 

Dr. Bryce, secretary Provincial Board of 
Health, averred that the primary cause of 
the epidemic waa personal contact. Privy 
pits wae another truitful cause,and these he 
removed 

Mr, James L. Hughes, Inspector of Pub- 
lic Schools, presented a statement showing 
the number of cases that have occurred in 


the public schools this term:

Tho majority of cases are among pupils 
below the third book and none, at all have 
developed in the fifth book 

Medical Health Officer Allen said that 
the average number of cases of diphtheria 
per month last year was from 7 to 15, In 
July of this year they had got the number 
of cases down to seven, but from the way 
cases Were coming in now there would be 
over 200 this month. So far this modth 
there had been 23 deaths. Last month the 
deaths were nine. He said that in the 
eastern and western parts of the city there 
was scarcely a case of diphtheria. They 
were centralized in the north central por- 
tion, 

Dr. Bryce moved a resolution, to be 
printed and publicly circulated, embodying 
theso suggestions: 

Inspection of the plumbing and surround- 
ings of schools; 

The daily medical inspection of throats of 
school children during the present outbreak; 

The daily visitation of bouses from which 
cbildren affected with the disease bave come, 
or from which pupils are absent; 

Closing of all affected school-rooms and 
having the same weokly disinfected; 

Notifying Sunday-school superintendents 
of families in which diphtheria has been 
found; 

Invariable isolation of patienté” under 
closest scrutiny; 

Affected patients, or children in the home 
in which the disease has appeared, to be 
kept {rom school for 40 days from the ap 
pearance of the disense; 

The closing of kiudergarten and all rooins 
up to third book in the Jesse Ketchum, Bor- 
den. Huron, Cottingham schools until the 
epidemic has been suppressed ; 

The registry with the Medical Health Offi- 
cer of all houses in which the disease has ap- 
peared; 

The abolition of privy pits as rapidly as 
possible; 

That a olrcular be distributed jointly by 
the Board of Health and the Public School 
Board to householders in the city containing 
directions as to sanitary precautions, etc. 


TO PROTECT THE GAME. 


Tho Ontario Government Taking Vigorous 
Action This Year, 


Toronto, Oct, 26.— lt was announced 
that owing to the large number of applica- 
tions for permits to shoot deer received this 
year from residents of the United States no 
permits would be issued by the Provincial 
Secretary this year. Notwithstanding this 
prohibition it has been learned that a num- 
ber of Amoricans are already on the ground 
ready to commence operations next week, 
despite this clause: 

16, No person not a resident and domiciled 
in the Provinces of Ontario or Quebec shall 
be entitled to hunt deer without having first 
obtained a license in that behalf. 

To-day Provincial Detective Greer will 
leave for Muskoka and will remain until 


the seuson closes on Noy, 15. Assis- 
tant wardens have been stationed 
at yarious points in Muskoka, and 
every violator of the law will be 


prose- 
cuted. ‘The hunting season is limited this 
year to 15 days. Other provisions of the 
act ure: 


No ove person shall kill more than two 
deer, 

Hunting or killing deer by what is known 
as “crusting,” or while thoy are ‘‘yarding,” 
is ashe 

o fawn shall be bunted or killed. 

The penalty for offending against the pro- 
visions of the act is a fine not less than $20 
and costs.

Munifictout Gift ofa Wealthy Torontontan 
to the College, 


Toronto, Oct, 26.— General Superinten- 
dent Carman was the genial chairman 
at the opening ceremonies of the 
new Victoria University buildings in 
Queen's Park yesterday afternoon, There 
was a crowd of male and female Methodists 
from a vory wide circuit 

An addvess couched in superlative terms 
was presented to the Licut.-Governor, 
Modestly he bowed and appropriately re- 
sponded, The boys gave liun three cheers 
and one more for his excellent lady, This 
was the gist of his speech; Victoria had 
the honor of sending forth the first gradu- 
ate in arts in Upper Canada, She—that is 
the university—showed more precocity 
than her sisters, in fact, cat her teeth 
sooner. Like acoy maiden she hesitated 
to accept an offer of union; ultimately she 
accepted, and handsome wedding presents 
followed. 

**To-day we welcome the blushing bride in 
her new home, and we wish her every hap- 
pinness, prosperity and usefulness.” 

Then came a tribute tothe late Egerton 
Ryerson, Victoria's first president, and the 
Lieutenant-Goveruor did as most of tho 
parsons do—finished with a verse of poetry. 

Mr. William Mulock, M.P., made a 
happy speech. He perceived more than 
human agency in the leuding of the 
Methodists and trusted that the same kind- 
ty light might still lead them on, Christian 
charity should be an amulet aguinst every 
species of bigotry. He praised ‘Victoria's 

atriotic action in taking her share in 
fiberalizing university work.” 

Next came President Loudon, introduced 
as a Canadian youth, nurtured by Canadian 
influences till he had become a noble Gana- 
dian, He joined in the chorus of felicita- 
tions and pointed out the blessings of 
federation. From a monetary point of 
view the sum saved by Victoria was one 
which Dr. Potts would not care to be re- 
sponsible for, even should all his good bald 
come home ond all his golden dreams be 
true. 

The chaiman made Mr. Goldwin Smith 
smile, if not blush, by the enumeration of 
his virtues, le#ng the questions of politics 
out. 

The Professor made a model speech. For 
20 years hie had advocated federation. He 
showed low in this troubled age of thea. 
logical strife faith could not be guarded by 
the cloister. Scientific truth all comes 
from the Source of Truth, and whatever 
discrepancies there may be with revelation 
all will finally be harmonized. [Applause.] 

Then the Professor confessed that he 
heartily dreaded the influence of politics in 
the University. He wished thatof Toronto 
were as free in this respect as those of 
Oxford and Cambridge, but it was not, 
Political influences should be kept as far as 
possible from academic education, 

President Mills of the Guelph Agricul- 
tural College next sang the praises of his 
alma mater, His concluding aspiration 
was: ‘‘May Victoria be noted for freedom 
from cant, for honest learning and sound 
common-sense

Loxpox, Oct, 26.—Sir Charles Tupper 
has been appoiuted a British lenipoten- 
tary with Lord Dufferin, the British 
Minister at Paris, to negotiate a commer- 
cial treaty between Frauce and Canada. 
The French Government has expressed its 
readiness to consider the question immedi- 
ately. Canadian goods are now admitted 
into France on the maximum tariff, while 
the goods of other countries, such as Nor- 
wegian and Swedish lumber, competing 
with the products of Canada’s forests, on- 
joy the minimum tariff. Canada desires 
the minimam tariff, too.

Paris Will Filter Its Drinking Water to 
Aid Parification 


; Panis, Oct, 26.—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties, after a two days’ debate on the ques- 
tion of the purification of the water eh the 
Seine, adopted a motion sanctioned 
by Premier Loubet calling upon the Gov- 
ernment to execute the works already begun 
for filtering the drinking water of Paris 
and its suburbs. 


The Poor Semitic. 

BrussExs, Oct, 25.—The Russian Govern- 
ment has recently demanded that the Bel- 
gian authorities in issuing passports to 
persons jntending to visit Russia shall state 
therein the religion of the bearer. Here- 
tofore no such mention has been made, and 
it is not known what action Belgium will 
take. Ifshe complies Belgian Saws will 
_be treated to many indignities if they visit 
Russia. The Russian demand is simed 
solely at Hebrews. 


Liverpool a Back Number. 
Lonpon, Oct. 26.—The Inman line will 
inaugurate their new service between 
Southampton and New York on March 3 
next. The first vessel to be despatched 
from Southampton will be the City of Paris, 
and thereafter all the steamers of the line 
will be despatched from and arrive at 

Southampton, instead of Liverpool.

THE TROUBLE IN HAYTI. 


Three Frenchmen Banished by Hippolyte 
as Conrpirators 


New York, Oct. 28, —-The steamer Orange 
Nassau, which arrived yesterday from West 
Indian ports, brings a confirmation of the 
threatened revolution in the Republic of 
Mayti. ‘he Orange Nassau left Port au 
Prince, Oct, 20, Capt. Vanderest brought 
three Frenchmen, who were ordered out of 
the country by President Hippolyte, on the 
charge of inciting insurrection. It was 
alleged that the men were equipped 
with money, and had been preaching revo- 
lution against Hippolyte in the northern 
sections, where the people were Joss loyal 
to the present president Tt was said that 
the revolutionary agitation had secured a 
large following, and that Gen, Manangat, 
another conspirator living at Kingston, 
Jamaica, was getting ready to cross over 
to Hayti witha number of supporters as 
soon as the people had beon worked up to a 
proper pitch, 

President Hippolyte is preparing to go 
north, his friends say, on a visit of pleasure. 
Others say the object of his visit there is to 
be on the scene of Misturbance aud crash it 
with his soldiers, The three

T POINTS FORWARD AND NOT BACK- 
WARD FOR OUR GUIDANCE. 


Dr, Talmago Exhorts His Hearers to Got 
Out ofthe Habit of Looking Back Upon 


the Past and to Look Up and For 


ward, 


Brookiyn, Oot, 23,—Tho capacity of the

His sermon was on the text Exodus 8; 19, 
‘The finger of God,” 

Pharaoh was sulking in his marble throne 
roomat Memphis. Plague after plague had 
come, and sometimes the Egyptian monarch 
was disposed to do better, but at the lifting 
of each plague, he was as bad as before. 
The necromancers of the palace, however, 
were compelled to recognize the divine 
movement, and after one of the most oxas 
perating plagues of all the series, they cried 
out in the words of my toxt; ‘This is the 
finger of God,"’ not the first nor the last 
time when bad people said a good thing. An 
old Philadelphia friend visited me the other 
day, asked me if I had ever noticed this 


passage of yah ae from which I to-day ! 
him no, and I said right | 


speak, I told 
away, “That is a good text fora sermon.” 

We all recognize the hand of God and 
know it is a mighty hand. You have seen 
a man keep two or three rubber balls flying 
in the air, catching and pitching them so 
that none of them fall to the floor, and do

mired his dexterity. But have you thought 
how the hand of God keeps millions and 
millions of round worlds vastly larger than 
our world flying for centuries without let- 
ting one fall’? Wondrous power and skill 
of God’s hand! But about that [am not to 
discourse. My text leads me to speak of 
loss than a fifth of the Divine hand. ‘This 
is the finger of God,” Only in two- other 
places docs the Bible refer to this division 
of the Omnipotent hand, The rocks on 
Mount Sinai are basalt and very hard stone. 
Do you imagine it was a chisel that cut the 
ten commandments in that basalt? No; 
in Exodus we read that the tables of stone 
were ‘written with the finger of God.” 
Christ says that He cast out 

with “the finger of God.” The only 
instance that Christ wrote a wont 
He wrote not with pen on _ parch- 
ment, but with His finger on the ground. 
Yet though so seldom reference is made 
in the Bible to a part of God’s hand, if you 
and I keep our eyes open and our heart 
right, we will be compelled often to cry out, 
**This is the finger of God.” It is my in- 


tention before long to begin a series of ser- | 


mons on the Astronomy of the Bible, or 
God among the Stars; the Ornithology of 
the Bible, or God among the Birds; the

Weare not responsible for our tempera. 
ment, be it nervous or phlegmatic, bilious 
or sanguine. We are not responsible for 
our features, be they homely or beautiful. 
We are not responsible for the height or 
smallness of our stature. We are not re- 
sponsible for the fact that we are mentally 
dull or brilliant. For the most of our en- 
vironments we haye no more responsibility 
than we have for the mollusks at the 
bottom of the Atlantic Ocean,

A most interesting, as well as a most use- 
ful, study is to watch the pointing of the 
finger of God.

At Broadway Bridge the fire has just 
begun, and it is feared that that portion of 
thesouth side in|tho shipyard district will be 
licked up. Tho fire department is power 
less to stay its progress. Not only is the 
fire advancing with the wind on its inission 
of destruction, but ic has begun to back up 
atthe point where it began and where 
there is no means of staying its progress, 
Tho loss threatens to reach into the mil- 
lions. 

The freight yards of the Chicago and 
‘Northwestern Railroad are reached, and 
whole trains of cars loaded with merchan- 
diso, live stock and grain aro burning 

9.05 p.m. —The fires is still 
ing fiercely. Thero are several 
in other parts of the city, and 
there are no engines to respond. Tho 
cutire lower part of the Third Ward, in- 
habited HAE by poor Irish families, is 
devastated, About 300 cottages havo been 
destroyed and the poor people are wandering 
about the streets loudly lamenting their loss. 
Alarms arecoming in every few minutes from 

arts of the city widely peperavec and it 
is thought fire bugs aro helping in the 
work of destruction. The elegant resi- 
dence of L, F, Hodges, a membor of the 
Board of Trade, at Ninth and Cedar-atreets, 
two miles from the fire district, has been 
destroyed. 

Up to 9o'clock this evening two fatali- 
ties have beon reported—one fireman kill- 
ed and a woman suffocated. The gas works 
are burning and frequent explosions occur 
that shake the whole city, Tho lights are 
going out. 

The department is using dynamite in an 
effort to stop the advance of the flames and 
several buildings have been blown up. 
Alarms are still being turned in from wide- 
ly separated parts of the city. 

Up to 11 o'clock the fire has lapped up 
everything in the territory bounded on the 
west by tho north branch ot the Milwaukee 
River, on the east by the lake and on the 
south by the harbor branch of the river; 22 
solid blocks, five of which were oc- 
cupied by wholesale houses, factories, 
distilleries, etc., and the rest by residences. 
This does not include the vast yards of tho 
Chicago and Northwestern Road, which 
cover many acres. Hundreds of cars have 
been burned. There is no telling at this 
hour what the extent of the fire will be. It 
is extending south of Broadway bridge and 
backing up Detroit-street at the river front 
and at the lake. 

Insurance men estimate thav the entire 
loss will aggregate $7,000,000 up to this 
hour. The fire is still spreading. 

Engines from Racine and Kenosha are 
playing on the fire at points whore they 
can do the most good. They left the trains 
south of the fire and did much to confine it 
to the north bank of the river below the 
turn at Walker's Point bridge. 

At midnight Chief Foley announced that 
the fire was under control.

The Minister of Agriculture, at the 
request of Sir Charles Tupper, has 
directed that all the animals which wore 
shipped on the two steamers named be 
traced to the districts whence they camo 
and a particular report furpished of tho 
facts found. lt is very confidently bo- 
lieved that there is absolutely no pleuro- 
pneumonia in Canada, and therefore that 
tho disease affecting the animals in ques 
tion was one of the forma of pneumonia, 
quite different from the contagious pleuro. 

The London Standard is out with 
an article demanding the instant plac- 
ing of Canada on the schedule list 
asa plain duty to'be performed. The 
question is to be discussed by the Central 
Chamber of Agriculture on Monday and 
the Royal Agricultural Society on Wednes- 
day. These facts show the great interest 
which is being manifested. The true posi- 
tion of the tacts in Canada have been clearly 
and fully stated by the High Commissioner, 
who is anxious to get further reports 
respecting the localities whence the two 
avimals referred to came, and these will be 
furnished as soon as poasible, 

It will be remembered that when the 
Canadian commissioncrs last visited Wash- 
ington for the purpose of discussing with a 
view to settlement the various questions of 
international interest unsettled betweon 
Canada and the United States one of the 
matters so discussed was the appointment 
of a commission of experts to consider the 
question of the protection of fish in the 
inland waters contiguous to the two coun- 
tries and theregulation of the use of engines of 
destruction in non-territorial waters. It is 
understood that the appointment of such a 
joint commission has now been agreed on 
and that Canada will be represented by 
Commander Wakeham of the Department 
of Marine and Fisheries, whose long connec- 
tion with the Fisheries branch of the de- 
partment specially qualifies him for the 
position. ‘The commissioners will have ac- 
coss to all the material bearing on the sub- 
ject collected by the Canadian and United 
Statea Governments, and will make inveati- 
gations during a period not to exceed two 
years. The report will cover the protec- 
tion of fish and the use of engines for 
their destruction, and also will contain 
suggestions as to the close seasons to be ob- 
served by the fishermen of both countries. 
The report will be made jointly and several- 
ly to the two governments and will be sub- 
sequently usedas the basis of an inter- 
national agreement,

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LOSS OF THE ROUMANIA- 


One Hun dred and Fifteen Lives Lost by 


the Catastrophe. 


Lisson, Oct. 31 I'he place where the 
Anchor Liner Roumania was little 
to the northeast of Cape Carvariro, almost 
the extreme westerly point of Portugal. 
Severe westerly gales have been prevailing 
for some time and itis thought the Rou- 
mania made more leeway than was calcu- 
lated upon by Capt. Young in his dead 
reckoning, for the vossel was off her course 
and headed directly for the coast.

THE EFFECT OF THE WHOLESALE 
EVICTIONS IN IRELAND 


The Landlords are Determined to Get 
Their Kent or Possession of Their 
Land, and the Chier Secretary for Ire- 


Iand Must Not Oppose the Carrying 
Out of the Law, 


Loxvox, Oct, 31.—The scheme of whole- 
sale evictions in Ireland is b ing carried out. 
Although Chief Secretary Morley has given 
orders reviving and enforcing the old rulo 
that the police shall not give aid in evic- 
ions between sunset and sunrise, yet the 
landlords find the hours of daylight 
quite sufficient for their work. 
Scores of the aged and decrepit, as 
well as of the young and  other- 
wise helpless, may be seen camping on the 

oads in the southwest part of Ireland with 
othing but clothing little better than rags 
lo shelter them from the bleak storms of 
Jctober, At Bantry a few days ago a wholo 
imily were found in the midst of a fierce 
sin and wind storm crouching in a grove 
f trees and wet to the skin. They had been 
victed last Saturday, whentho husband was 
iardly able to hobble out of his wretched 
‘abin, and thewife and mother about togive 
birth to another child. The little one was 
born without medical attendance on the fol- 
lowing day, with the rain pouring down 
through the branches of the trees, now al- 
most denuded of leaves, and the wind blow- 
ing & bnericane around. Kind neighbors 
learned of the wretched plight of the un- 
fortunates and gave them a temporary 
home. There are three young child- 
ren besides the baby, which, it is 
said, is barely alive owing to the cold 
and exposure. Chief Secretary Morley is 
practically he!pless to prevent these out- 
rages so long as the landlords can find 
bailiffs willing to perform their cruel work. 
The laws passed by an English Parliament 
permit the landlords to du as they please, 
and Morley must bow to the law until it is 
repealed, The Tories are just now enforc- 
ing these laws with the utmost rigor, 
reland, however, is not the only part of 
the Bricish dominions where distress pre- 
vails, Itiscalculated that about 100,000 
people in London are at this moment in 
want of the necessities of life. Steps are 
already being taken by charitable individu- 
als and associations to minimize the suffer- 
ing 4s much as possible during the coming 
winter, But the task seems to be too great 
for charity, and it is feared the poor of 
London will sce one of the most miserable 
of Christmases, People are offering wo 
work for almost any wages, and able-bodied 
men may be had for 12 hours a day at 10 
shillings, or about $2 a week,
